REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 


OFFICE-OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF COMMON ScHOOLS, 
Leavenworth City, December 31st, 1860. 

To the Members of the Legislature of Kansas Territory : 

GENTLEMEN :—According to section eight of the ‘‘ Act for the 
organization, supervision and maintenance of Common Schools,” 
approved February Lith, 1859, it is made the duty of the Ter- 
ritorial Superintendent of Common Schools ‘* to submit to the 
Legislature a report, bearing datë on the last day of December, 
in each year, containing: First, an abstract of all the Common 
School reports received by him, from the clerks of the several 
counties in the Territory. Second, a statement of the condition 
of Common Schools, in the Territory. Third, estimates and ac- 
counts of the expenditures of the School money. Fourth, plans 
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for the improvement and management of the Common Schook 
fund, and for the better organization of the Common Schools. 
And fifth, all such matters relating to his office and the Common. 
Schools of this Territory, as he shall deem expedient to commu- 
nicate.”? In compliance with this requisition, I have the honor- 
to lay before you the following report: 
mo OOUNTY REPORTS. 
Owing to the Legislation of last winter—‘ Abolishing the of- 

fice of County Superintendent, and failing to make it the duty of 
any other county officer to report, to this office, the condition, &c., 


_ of the public schools ?”—I am unable make a full and definite ro- 


port for the past year. 

What few reports have been received, so far, are from counties- 
where the Superintendents have been sustained, either from ig- 
norance of, or a disregard to, the legislation of last session. Re- 
ports have been received from Leavenworth, Atchison, Johnson,. 
Franklin, Breckinridge, Coffey and Waubaunsee counties, con- 
taining the following particulars: 

Waubaunsee county reports six organized districts. From. 
three of them the following items are gleaned: Youths between 
the ages of five and twenty-one years, 135; attendance at school, 
114; months of school taught 19; public money, none. Schools. 
were taught in the other districts, but not reported. People 
strongly attached to the public schools. 

Breckinridge county, organized districts, 13; schools entirely 
sustained.by private subscription ; no public funds ; much interest 
manifested in free schools. 

Franklin county, organized districts, 25; length of school 
taught in each, three months ; sustained by private funds ; the gen- 
eral interest in public schools gaining ground. 

Atchison county, organized districts, 26 ; all heard from have: 
had schools part of the year; no public money received; raised 
by private means, for tuition and building school houses, $3,469 ; 
schools well sustained for this county. 

Johnson county, organized districts, 32; all, as far as heard 
from, have sustained schools from three to nine months each; 
teachers’ wages ranged from $11 to $50 per month; attendance 
ranged from 23 up to 59; no public money for the year ; school 
reports very favorable; advance on last year. 

Such is an abstract of the county reports received. These re- 
ale are but partially made out. The Superintendents were in 

oubt what to do. Most of them had been kept from attending 
to their duty from the flying and contradictory reports, regard- 
ing the laws of last winter. As the acts of the session were not 
forthcoming until September, the county officers were unable to 
accomplish anything, fearing, if they did make any advancement. 
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in perfecting and adyancing the school interests of the county, 
the adverse and unpublished laws would disannul and overturn 
all. It would have been well for the educational interests of our 
Territory if those laws had been permitted to remain in manu- 
script until now. But we must take.things as they are, and re- 
port from the incomplete material at hand, and from the facts 
gleaned from letters, and our intercourse with the people, while 
visiting, &c. ; 

In giving some idea of what our school system has done, and 
the extent of the public schools in the Territory, I will take the 
five counties reported above; leaving out Leavenworth, the largest, 
and Coffey, which is about medium, and make them the basis for 
the twenty-four most thickly settled counties in the Territory. 
This would give us 20 districts for each county, or 480 districts 
for the Territory. Allowing fifty youths, between the ages of 
five and twenty-one years, for each district, and we would have 
24,000 children entitled to public instruction. This- estimate- 
will be found to agree very nearly with the true population of 
our Territory. But, even if we allow but fifteen districts for 
each county, we will have, on the same estimate, 18,000 youths 
requiring an education. 

Again, taking either of the estimates, and allowing 30 schol- 
ars to each school as an average attendance, and we will have, 
by the former, over 14,000, and, by the latter, over 10,000 pupils, 
A regular attendance at school, for at least three months during 
the year. ; 

To show that these estimates are not above the facts, if the 
full statistics of the Territory were collected, I will give you 
district reports, taken from three counties, as fully representing 
the condition of the Territory as could be selected. 


District number eight, Johnson county, reports youths between 
the ages of five and twenty-one years, 59; attendance at school, 
for five months, 43 ; teacher’s wages per month, $30. The av- 
aoe ee for twelve districts reported, in the county, is 

District number two, Waubaunsee county, reports an attend- 
ance of 33, for five months’ school. : 

‘District number six, Coffey county, reports youths admissable 
to school 49, with an attendance, for three months’ school, of 40 
ee Teachers’ wages $25. 

rom this estimation, and allowing $20 as the average teacher’s 
wages, per month, there must have been, at least, $25,000 paid 
for tuition, during the past year. This, with the money raised 
for building and repairing school houses, will amount to upwards 
of $85,000. ' 

As to the number and value of school houses, in the Territory., 
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I have no means of knowing, only from personal observation, _ 
private letters, &c. From these sources I am led to estimate the 
school buildings at six for each county, worth $400 each, amount- 
ing in value to $57,600. . 

From these approximations, (and I think they are much below 
the real facts, being much below the reported ones,) you may 
gather some idea, of what has been accomplished in so short a 
time, and, also, what may be accomplished by efficient and judi- 
cious legislation, and by the proper encouragement, and sustain- 
ing our school system. The failure of the Legislature to appoint 
any county officers to report to me, has left me without meang 
for furnishing you with any fuller report in this department. 
The necessity of having an officer in every county, whose duty it 
shall be to furnish the Territorial Superintendent witha full and 
complete report of all the schools in the county, is indispensable to 
any well regulated system of public schools. Such reports can 
only be made out by officers appointed for that very thing. The 
experiment of obtaining full statistics and reports, from county 
Auditors and county Clerks, has been tried time and again, by 
many of the older States, and always ended in a failure. These 
county officers have not the time, and, even if they had, itis not 
in their line of business, and will, therefore, be neglected. 

There should be laid before the Legislature, annually, such a 
report of the school system of thé Territory as would give, at a 
glance, an abstract of its workings, progress and wants—its ef- 
ficiency in bringing the children of the Territory under its influ- 
ence—its resources and expenditures—and, in fine, everything 
necessary to be known by the Legislature and people. This only 
can be accomplished by officers chosen for that business alone, 
whose duty it shall be to see that the school law is carried out, in 
full, and report accordingly. Without such officers, legislation 
will accomplish but little, and the school system of our Territo- 
ry, in many places, fall to the ground. 


CONDITION OF SCHOOLS. 

Considering the desolating and unprecedented drouth of the 
season, with the financial embarrassment, which it has brought 
upon all classes of our people, we ought, most assuredly, to feel 
highly encouraged with the comparatively prosperous condition ` 
of our common schools. But few, if any, of our districts have 
abandoned tneir organizations. In these organized districts, 
where the school faw has become inoperative, it is for want of 
proper county. officers to inform the people what to do, and to di- 
rect the local officers in the path of duty. Although the whole 
school system of our Territory has become deranged and bank- 
rupt, from the act of last winter’s Legislature, in passing by the 
public schools, when appropriating the public money, yet the 
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attachment of the people to their schools is so strong that they 
haye clung to their organizations, amidst embarrassment and great 
discouragement. For whet can be more discouraging to a peo- 
ple than to tax themselves and build school houses, elect officers 
and organize districts, with the hopes of having free public 
schools for their children, and to find that when they have teach- 
ers employed and schools in operation, the Legislature of the 
Territory has closed the public purse against them, although 
opened widely to almost everything else. Such treatment creates 
distrust and discouragement, which only a brave people, imbued 
with the principles of freedom and progress can overcome, and 
who believe and act upon the principle that when one set of men 
fail to do their duty, the only way is to lay them ‘aside and send 
better men to fill their places. 

We are not to look upon the empty school houses, for the 
coming Winter, or scarcity of school teachers, as denoting a 
backward movement in our schools, or a want of interest on be- 
half of the people. We must look at the impoverished condition 
of our country, and judge of our public schools by other enter- 
prises of our people. In doing this, we will be surprised to find 
the progress made, even in the midst of actual want. 

When we behold the sturdy farmer, viewing with blighted 
hopes his empty granaries, poverty-stricken herds, fruitless fields 
and sun-scorched prairies, with neither money in his purse, nor 
credit abroad ; mechanics wandering around with folded arms 
and downcast eyes, debating in their own minds how they shall 
raise enough to carry them to the States, that they may escape 
the coming famine ; merchants unemployed in merchandizing, but 
busily engaged on fheir ledgers, and with the accumulating re- 
sponsibilities of notes coming due, debts unpaid and bankruptcy 
inevitably coming upon them; and men of all professions with 
heavy hearts and dark forebodings for the coming Winter, doubt- 
fyl as to what course they ought to take, and meeting gloom 
wherever they turn. When we look these facts in the face, and 
judge of our commor schools by them—when we recall the beart- 
sickening feelings and heavy gloom of the past Fall, that hung 
o’er man and woman in the greater part of our panic-stricken | 
country, and remember that in the midst_of all this actual want 
and anticipated starvation, many, yery many of our schools were, 
and still are, in successful operation ; and while want, with her 
famished fingers, gaunt and lean, bas cast her skeleton shadow, 
with pinching vividness, in and around the family board, still the 
school-hoyses, many of them, have been filled with young and 
buoyant spirits, hunger-pinched, but thirsting for knowledge: 
food that will make them men and women—will nourish them 
and make them grow, long after this famine shall have passed 
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away and been forgotten. These things speak loud and to the 
heart of every one. Free schools, ‘ the boon of heaven,” the 
cradle of our liberties, the basis of our prosperity, the birthright 
of our children, for they bestow an inheritance better than gold, 
more precious than diamonds, and a blessing that every true 
Christian and lover of his country‘ wishes to leave to his children. 
They have been sustained in famine, nourished by the people, 
and clung to when other things failed. 

Do not these things show progress and such encouragement as 
one could hardly expect under the circumstances. Subscription 
schools have been maintained all over the Territory, and from 
letters received, and from other sources‘of information, I am as- 
sured that quite a number of new school houses have been erect- 
ed, while others have been repaired or finished, and some begun 
but left incomplete for want of means. The general attendance 
of pupils at school has been tolerable, and the character of the 
schools are improving. Many new districts have been organized 
by last year’s Superintendents, who have gone on either in ig- 
norance, or in doubt of what the law was. <A large number of 
schools have been taught with the hope of receiving public money. 
Some were commenced, and after the unfavorable reports became 
partially confirmed, were discontinued. 

In view of the many drawbacks on every side, our school re- 
ports are very encouraging. But few districts have retrograded, 
most have made some advancement. Teachers have been fitting 
themselves for greater usefulness. The school law is becoming 
better understood. A large class of those opposed to the schools 
are leaving, while we may look for a better class of citizens tak- 
ing their places. We must look for most df the schools in the 
interior counties being closed during the Winter, while many of 
our teachers will seek situations in the States foratime. But 
this cessation will only affect the people and our schools for the 
time being; will act like a protracted vacation, and make ail 
classes more eager for reopening the schools, when prosperity 
settles among us again. It will require some prompt and judic- 
ious legislation on your part to enable the people to keep up and 
sustain their organizations. I need not urge upon you this ne- 
cessity. You are fresh from the midst of the people ; you ought 
to know their wants. Let not party considerations hold you 
back from duty. Neither the clamor of a few intererted land- 
holders, who care neither for the Welfare of the country or peo- 
ple, if their taxes are lightened at the expense of the country, 
which, without education would soon be filled with :ynorance, 
crime and the degraded of other States. The common schools 
are the common property of every one. They are for the public 
welfare—the public safeguard, and the only sure bulwarks of our 
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free institutions. Better than bayoneted soldiers—better than 
shotted cannon—better than State prisuus or almshouses; for 
they civilize the lawless—they defend the oppressed by teaching 
man his duty to his fellow man, and they make men law-abiding, 
industrious and happy. Guard ghem well, tor they are the lite 
blood of our common country. 


SCHOOL FUND. 

The Legislature of last Winter made no provision for levying 
a school tax, or raising a fund for the sustenance of public 
schools. Neither didit make any provision for the County Su- 
perintendents paying over-what funds remained in their hands to 
any other officers. On this account, what public funds there 
were have been cither frittered away or withheld from theschools 
to which they of right belonged. These things have not only 
occasioned much trouble and bitterness against the school system, 
at the bungling manner in which its funds have been handled, but 
they have thoroughly disgusted some of its warm friends.” If we 
are to have a system of free publ e schoojs for our Territory, it 
should be fully carried on and vigorously sustained, or else abol- 
ished at once, and not kept in a miserable existence between liv- 
ing and dying. That we are to have such a system of common 
schools is now beyond question. The genius of our institutions 
demand it, and the intelligence of our people wiil have it. They 
may be baffled out of it for a while, bur not long, for Kansas 
occupies a position which requires a lical school law, and the 
patriotism of her sons will yet give her susia low. To properly 
sustain such a law, a tax ot at least one dnia, for each inhabi- 
tant in the Territory, should be levied. Tins sum, judiciously 
distributed among the several counties and employed exclusively 
in the payment of teachers’ fees. would av ouce give a noble 1m- 
pulse to the educational interests of our 'Ferutay, would bring 
to our aid some of the best talent of our conmmen country, and 
would place us in advance of many of the oiner States. | This 
amount is-not beyond what our people are wuhng to bear: Not 
one-fourth as hard on the actual settlers and nonseholders of our 
Territory, as it would be if they Lad to elicace thei children by 
private subscriptions. Private schools cust at -vast oue dollar per 
month for each pupil. The parent wao las i au scholars to send 
to school for nine months m the year, wou. hove to pay thirty- 
six dollars. Now what would be bis piona av tax m order to 
give them the same amount of schooling trem the public funds? 
Suppose him to be worth $4,000, and to pay a schvol tax of two 
mills to the dollar, (and this levy of two m.i» tu tue dollar on all 
the taxable property of the Terntory, wowd raise the required 
amount, ) bis tax would be eight dollars. out where, do you ask, 
would the other twenty-eight dollars come fiom‘ 1 answer first, 
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it would not require as much to sustain public schools, as they 
would have their own house and other furniture necessary.— 
Second, the public school lands would furnish part of it; and 
third, the rest would come from non-residents and men of wealth 
who own large tracts of land and other property, which would be 
increased in value in preportion to the intelligence and educa- 
tional advantages of the community in which their property was 
located. Itis nothing but fair that those who reap the benefit 
arising from an educated -and prosperous neighborhood, should 
assist in bearing its burdens, when the result is putting money in 
their own pockets. os 

Now, if this view of the subject is correct, and who in this 
age of the world can successfully overturn it, what is your duty 
as legislators? Is it to stand still, or even to hold back? You 
have the example of, all the leading and prosperous States of our 
Union urging you to go forward. The people will not only sus- 
tain you in making such laws, and in all wholesome legislation in 
their childrens’ behalf, but they will bear to be taxed for their ed- 
ucation. You will meet with strong opposition from the ignorant 
and sordid. Men who care nothing for the well-being of the 
community, if only their wealth may be increased, will not pay 
taxes, if making a noise and outery will deter you from duty.— 
We cannot go back in this matter. Advance isthe only alterna- 
tive. To falter would bring merited disgrace. Positive injus- 
tice would be done those who have left the advantages of the 

tates ; forsaken homes and the free schools of the Hast, and 
brought their young famihes to our Territory in hopes of meeting 
like privileges and blessings with those they left. This much ıs 
expected from our own people, and this we should insure to those 
seeking new homes among us. 
SCHOOL ORGANIZATIONS. 

So different and comphcated are many of the school organiza- 
tions of the States from which our people have come, that it 
would be utterly impossible to frame any law, or school system, 
that would please all. Each one has his own prejudices in favor 
of one system or another with which he has been associated from 
youth—so firmly settled, that it would require mighty arguments, 
and those strongly presented, in order to change ovalter his opin- 
ions. But, without trying to satisfy every one with this or that 
plan, we should endeavor to obtain such a system as would most 
fully meet the present wants of the people, and the easiest to be 
understood, There are only two plans of orgamzation to which 
I would call your attention: First, that of townships, in which 
each civil township is made one district, with as many such uis- 
tricts as the wants of the people require, and, second, the pres- 
ent mode of dividing the counties into separate and independent 
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Both these modes are easily understood by the people. Each 
has its adyantagez. over the other; and, while I would recom- 
mend the township districting for sparsely settled counties, I 
would be in\favor of the single districting for its simplicity. I 
only call your attention to this sybiect, because now is the time 
when it can be best attended to, yet, care should be taken not 
to cause unnecessary derangement by a hasty change from one 
system to another. 

COUNTY’ SUPERINTENDENTS. 

Tn connection with organization, comes up the subject of County 
Superintendents. In recommending the necessity for such an of- 
cer in each county, I will only state a few of the more obvious 
reasons for sustaining such ofhces. Without some such officer to 
go around and visit each district in the county, at least twice each 
year, to explain the law, and to require the district officers to at- 
tend to their duty, collect the district report, and send an abstragt 
of those, and other county school matters, up to the Territorial 
Superintendent’s office, you never can obtain anything like a cor- 


rect report of the utility and workings of our school system. 


Again, in organizing school districts, the County Superintendent 
is more likely to deal impartially, and act more promptly, than 
when it is left to township officers, who are always tardy about 
such matters, and are more liable to be influenced by local jeal- 
ousics and neighborhood associations. When a districthas to be 
formed from parts of counties or townships, a new source-of dif- 
ficulty arises, which is very hard to settle by local officers. The 
distribution of the school funds, with the supervision and execu- 
tion of the school law, the examination of teachers, and appoint- 
ing of school officers in vacant districts, can all be better attend- 
ed to and regulated by County Superintendents than any others. 
TERRITORIAL SUPERINTENDENT. 

An officer, whose duty it shall be to oversee anl superintend 
the common schools of the Territory or State, is not ouly almost, 
but altogether indispensable to the success and proper manage- 
ment of the educational interests of any State. This has been 
foun l out by the experiments made in some of the Western and 
other States, so that, after numerous failures and culpable neg- 
lige. ce on the part of oflicers, who were required to do double 
duty. the State Legislatures were compelled, for the good of the 
State, to ether appoint some such officers, if their Constitution 
did not provide for them, or to recommend amendments to their 
Constitutions. This was often a subject. for governatorial 
recommendation. ’ 

But I do not intend to take up your time arguing on a fact so 
self-evident, from the experience and example of almost all the 
educational States of our Union. I only mtend to call your 
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attention to the subject, so that you may learn what our country 
demands, by the actions of others, and act accordingly and in- 
telligently. In regard to the salary of the Superintendent, I 
need not repeat the remarks or arguments of last years’ report. 
You can find them under the heading, ‘‘ Compensation of the 
Superintendent,” on page 8. But I would most respectfully and 
earnestly ask your attention and action to that section of the 
School Law that allows the Superintendent ($1,500) fifteen hun- 
dred dollars salary per year, with an additional sum of two hun- 
dred dollars ($200, ) for room-rent, stationery, &c. The Legis- 
lature of last winter failed to make any appropriation for this 
officefor 1860. The previous Legislaturedeft the $200 to be ap- 
propriated by the next Legislature, but they failing to make any 
school appropriation, I am, therefore, entitled to the following 
appropriations from this Legislature: 1. For stationery, room- 
rent, &c., for 1859, two hundred dollars ( $200.) 2. Salary for 
1860, fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500.) 3. And for station- 
ery, room-rent, &c., for 1860, two hundred dollars ($200.) In 
all, nineteen hundred dollars ($1,900.) This, instead of com- 
ing to me, as required by law, I have had to lie out of, and use 
my own purse fund to the amount of almost $1,000. It is 
surely time that I had the Territorial scrip, even if worth but 30 
cents on the dollar, for that is better than nothing. 

Again, my term of office expired on the 2nd inst., but I am re- 
quired, by law, to remain in office until my successor is elected 
and qualified, and, as he will not be qualified until the first of 
January, 1861, I will have continued in my office one month 
longer than the term for which I was chosen, so that there will 
be due me an additional month’s salary—one hundred and twen- 
ty-five dollars (¢125.) The whole amount due me, on leaving 
the office, January 2nd, 1861, and for which an appropriation 
is asked, according to law, is two thousand and twenty-five dol- 
lars( $2,025.) Hoping that you will see, and duly appreciate, 
the embarrassment under which Į have labored, in lying out of 
my salary so long, and that you will feel the duty and necessity 
for making the lawful appropriation, I leave the matter with you, 
trusting to your integrity and proper sense of justice. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 

In concluding my final report to your honorable body, and 
in addressing you as legislators and fellow-citizens-who have 
the future prosperity and welfare of our growing Territory deep 
at heart, I cannot forbear reminding you of the position you oc- 
cupy, and of your responsibility as law-makers. As a Terri- 
tory, looking forward for speedy admission as a sovereign state, 
under the in coming administration, it becomes your duty and 
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privilege to place this Territory in as flourishing a condition as 
possible. It will not only be a duty and privilege, but an honor 
lasting and enviable—that you have in the midst of difficulties 
almost insurmountable, laid the foundation for the future great- 
ness and growing prosperity of our maiden State, that will 
draw forth the warm plaudits öf coming generations, and meet 
with honorable mention when progress and enlightened legisla- 
tion are eulogized. 

You will have mountain difficulties to meet and overcome— 
difficulties which well might quell the boldest heart, and fill with 
trembling the wisest legislators. But these bariers should only 
herve you more firmly tö meet and overcome; to boldly face the 
emergency and triumph in the right. You have many encourage- 
ments to cheer you onto duty. Your love of home and country ; 
your emulation as patriots and statesmen ; the example of other 
governments and their success; with the blessings of Heaven‘ 
and the approbations of conscience in having performed your 
duty. 

First, You will have much, if not all the legislation of 
last winter, relating to our public schools, to do over again. 
It is painful and unpleasant for me to recur to if so often, but a 
gense of duty for that part of the public interest over which I 
have been called to watch, compels me to speak out. Why such 
legislation, in the very face of facts, the most opposite and di3 


tinctly contrary to the expressed will of the people, as set forth 
by them and broadly published to the world in a permanent and 
reiterated form—first by their delegates who formed the Wyan- 
dott Constitution, and second in their own deliberate adoption of 
that instrument, was even brought forth in the face of an en- 
lightened people and pushed through, I am unable fully to com- 
prehend. To those ata distance it appears like child’s play— 
one party building for the next to pulldown. But let the motive 
be what it might, true patriotism and the well-being of society, 
or local jealousies and a love of change, the effect is deplorable. 


` The whole efficiency of the school system has been arrested in its 


very successful career; and, had it not been for the deep-seated 
attachment of the people for public schools, the great majority 
of the work would have had to been done over again. But, hap- 
pily for the interest of education, the people flew to the rescue, 


when the rightful guardian abandoned their charge, and nobly 


have they acted in the midst of discouragements and stern ‘want. 

Second, The impoverished condition of our country must 
be fully considered. We are in the midst of famine. The 
heavens have been as brass, and the earth as iron, to our agricul- 
tural prosperity the past summer. Starvation is hovering darkly 
around the ae and hearths of thousands of our people. Aid ~ 
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must come from abroad, and sustenance from our friends in the 
States. Our people must be contented and satisfied with the 
gleanings of others prosperity. Their calamity came in a day 
when they looked not for it, and found them unprepared. They 
must now await the smiles of Heaven, and the prosperity of years 
to set them on an equality with their neighbors again. Two 
years of plenty will hardly suffice to recover from the financial 
embarrassment of the present year. This consideration must be 
kept in view as you make your appropriations ; and, while attend- 
ing to the many other wants of the Territory and people, let not the 
educational wants of our children be neglected. Although you will 
not be able to provide as liberally for the maintenance of public 
instruction as could be desired, yet you can see that it is not ig- 
nored or even made secondary to any other appropriation. The 
25,000 children of our Territory look to you for an education. 
You owe it to them by unalienable rights, and are in duty bound 
to provide the means for carrying out your obligations. The fu- 
ture welfare of our country pleads for the universal education of 
all classes. The experience of our parent States points to this as 
the path to future greatness; and your duty to your God and 
country demands this much at your hands. From whence, let me 
ask you, comes our national greatness? Look at the States on 
which we fall back in time of need, and from which help comes 
in the hour of trial. The source of our present succor, while 
our poor country is sorely swept with the siroceo of want. Is 
it from those States where free schools are unknown—whero 
‘popular education is excluded, and where the masses wallow in 
ignorance? Is it from the States where the public purse strings 
are held with a miser’s grip when the free schools ask for sus- 
tenance, but opened to prodigality for political corruption? No, 
I answer; emphatically, no. But it is from the States where 
/ree schools are nurtured with a parent’s care, are fostered with 
a liberal hand; from a people whose greatest glory is their free 
institutions, free schools and religious privileges—who, in doing 
honor to the nation’s guest, the most honorable of all visitors to 
our common country, could imagine no greater treat or token of 
their good will, than an exhibition before him of their Free Pub- 
lic Schools—the palladium of their glorious liberty ; the basis 
of their greatness and prosperity, and the sure guide to final and 
triumphant success. Let us learn from such a people, as we 
lay the foundation of a future State. Let us engratt into our 
government the true basis of prosperity; and let us hold out 
such inducements, by our enlightened and liberal endowment of 
common schools, as will attract the enterprising and industrious 
of other States, to hail with joyful anticipatious a home in our 
broad prairies. And,as we knock at the Halls of Congress for 
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admission into the sisterhood of sovereign States, let us do so, 
not still in leading strings, but as a sovereign people, possessed 
with a school system, if not so fully developed, yet as broad in 
its foundation and equal to any in the Union. i 
Third. Our. sparsely populated country, and the character 
of our people. The difficulty vfframing a school law, that will 
meet the approbation of all our people and supply the wants of all 
parts of our Territory will be apparent to any one, on a moment’s 
reflection. Such a law cannot be made, neither should it be at- 
tempted. There only can be an approximation made in that 
direction, but these difficulties will disappear as the country be- 
comes settled, and the people better acquainted with the law. 
We should bear with some present disadvantages rather than be 
continually changing to accomplish an impossibility. We should 
hold to one system until we have given ita fair trial. This thing 
of repealing one session what-has been enacted the previous one, 
before a fair trial has been made is not only ruinous to a country, 
but fraught with disagreeable consequences and uncalled for ex- 
pense. The school law of 1859 was working well wherever un- 
derstood and put into operation. That it had many opposers is 
not to be wondered at, among a people raised and educated under 
all kinds of school systems. They as a matter of course had 
their preferences; and their preference, or prejudice, oftenregard- 
less of what our country requires. Would it then be wise to en- 
deavor to make a law that would suit every class of emigrants from 


~ 


the several States? or would it not be more wise to hold to that. 


which has given tolerable satisfaction in all parts of our Territory, 
and with which the people are becoming acquainted—a law that 
in all probability is more agreeable to the people than any that 
could be framed. You must remember that two or three opposers 
of a law will say more against it than a hundred friends will say 
in its favor. Those pleased with alaw are silently satisfied, 
while the few opposed make up in numbers, by bluster and out- 
cry. You will note further, that most, if not all, who oppose 
this law, have become so from local difficulties with school officers, 
about district lines, &c. Suchis the fact in almost all cases brought 
to my knowledge. Let us keep this law until thoroughly tested. 
Fourth. Your position as law makers. The time when the 
question, ‘‘Is it the duty of the State to provide Free schools for 
the education of all its youth,” was debatable, has passed away, 
and the binding obligation of every government to educate all 
its youth at the public expense is now fully admitted by every 
enlightened statesman. We cannot go behind the age in this 
matter. I feel that forme torecommend a conservative policy in 
regard to sustaining and supporting our Public schools, would 
merit the open and indignant rebuke of my fellow citizens, and 
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leave a stigma on my character as the guardian of public Instruc- 
| t, tion for this Territory. We must advance steadily. We are a 
f r 


western people. Progression is stamped upon our very existence. 

: This is shown by our forsaking homes and the comforts of life 

m for pioneer life in a new and unsettled country, by our indomitable 

: energy in overcoming difficulties, by our persevering struggles in 

l driving the oppressors’ yoke from our land; and by our success in 

freeing ourselves and posterity from the deadly incubus of bar- 

baric despotism. If we do not advance, our places will be filled 

by men who will. To go back is impossible. Look at our po- 

Bition. Weare the observed of all observers. The old and the 

new world are noticing us. They have heard of our struggles 

for a free Territory. When in the hour of our troubles the sky 

was dark and ominous, we had their sympathy and prayers—and 

when the news that our blood was mingled with our efforts for 

= freedom a cry of horror arose from earth to heaven, which was 

only equaled by the shout of joy which spread through Christen- 

i dom as the fiery tongued lightning proclaimed our triumphant 
success. 

i ‘Our struggles are not yet over. True we have not brute force 

to contend with, only as it confronts us in ignorance. But we 

have the ignorance and prejudices of men raised under the chill- 

ing influences of petty despots—to overcome despots who imagine 

that education is alone the birthright of the rich and wealthy, 

while ignorance and subjection is the perpetual inheritance of the 

poor. We have these to bear with, to overcome and to conquer. 

Again— We have a State to build up, a home to provide for 

the young and stout of heart who is turning towards the setting 

sun with an eye to the future. Our Territory is before him. Its 

fame has been sounded in his ears. Its rich and productive 

prairies, its never failing springs of water, with its untold quarries 

I of rock and limestone—all these he has heard of time and again. 
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They are all very good in their place, buthe wants something 
ie else. or, as he looks back upon his family, and meets the 
sparkling eyes of his little ones, new thoughts fill his soul._— 
r These hopes of his old age must be cared for. These candidates 
| for immortality must be guided in the path of knowledge, and 
i turning from the attractive picture of rolling prairies and luxu- 

riant fields, he inquires about our schools, our facilities for edu- 
cation. ‘*I have a family,” says he “ children thatI love as my 
own soul. They must be instructed. I like your land, its deep 
rich soil, but I like my children better. If you can give me 
good free schools, I will come and settle among you, but if not I 
will go elsewhere.” Now, what shall be our answer? ‘This is 
the kind of settlers we want. Men who prize knowledge before 
gold, and wisdom better than riches. Such men are the bone and 
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sinew of any nation—the pillars of her stability. Shall we say

given us a system of public instruction, and free common schools 
equal to any in the world! Come, sir, come and welcome P? 
Soon the famine cloud, that broods over our land, will have 
passed away. Our Territory has witnessed and passed through 
darker days than this. Godin His mercy will, ere long, break 
the seal of this storm-cloud and unfold its silver'lming. The 
lightnings of heaven have revealed the nakedness of the land, ag 
the thunders muttered deselation and distress. But the van of 
the tempest is now lost in the distance, and soon the sunshine of 
poy will cast her sail over the length and breadth of our land. 
aint not at the gloom of the present. Let the past be your 
guide for the future. mea in the hour of peril, and meet 
the blast as it sweeps along. Lis only the true statesman who 
stands up in the midst ef ‘danger and boldly meets every emer- 
gency, while the coward proves traitor to his trust , and flees his 
pee in his country’s need, and beats an ignoble retreat.— 
hen, like true patriots and statesmen, look these difficulties in- 
the face. Meet this responsibility without shrinking, and 
achieve for your brows, laurels unfading, and a memorial en- 
graven in the hearts of posterity, and archives of your country.

SUPPLEMENT. 


As several county reports were not received until the body of 
this Report was written out, the following partial reports are in- 
serted here, as the Superintendents and people from whom they 
come deserve all praise for the noble manner in which they haye 


upheld the school system of our Territory. In several counties, ~ 


from which no official reports have been received, I hear very 
flattering accounts almost daily. Doniphan county has some 
very good schools, and Brown and Marshall, but have not been 
able to do’much for want of proper management and supervision. 
The people are becoming more attached to the school system ; 
old prejudices are dying out, and now, when the moving wheels, 


the Superintendency, is taken away, they begin to see and appre- >_> 


ciate their loss. But still, educational matters are encouraging, 
and many County Superintendents deserve all praise and encour- 
agement for the manner in which they have attended to the or- 
ganization and encouragement of schools in new districts. The 
following reports speak for themselves : 

Jefferson county has 20 organized districts, in most, if not all 


of whioh good schools have been taught, during part of the-- 


year. Grasshopper township reports 5 districts, with $1,000 
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township fund. Also, in Oskaloosa, and other places, they have 
had goòd schools most of the year. 

Douglas county reports 43 organized distrists. From 27 of 
them, partial returns have been received, showing that each dis- 
trict has sustained, during the past year, an average of four 
months’ school, and 30 pupils to each district in attendance. In 
the absence of the Superintendent, his Deputy reports that, so 
far as he has been able to learn, the people throughout the county 
are deeply interested in the cause of free schools; that almost 
every district has arranged, for winter school, notwithstanding 
the poverty-stricken state of affairs, throughout’ the country. 
The amount raised and reported for tuition was $1,000, besides 
other sums raised for building and repairing school-houses. This 
county hag had the services of an active and energetic Superin- 
tendent, and the above tells the tale. 

Lykins county reports 30 organized districts, in most of which 
schools were taught for three months during the year. These 
had to be sustained by private subscription, and so will those 
taught during the winter. The following report from the Super- 
intendent will give you some idea of what the prospects are 
there, and yet it speaks but a common langauage, with many 
others. Almost every one speaks encouragingly of the school 
system among the people, and of the interest beginning to be felt 
by all classes in its maintenance. Indeed, all that it requires is 
proper management by officers, whose duty, exclusively, it shall 
be to attend to school matters, and the fostering care of the Leg- 
islature give them such a school system as will, in the best de- 
gree possible, meet their wants, and they will show you a devel- 
opment worthy of Kansas and her people, and up with the ad- 
vancement and progress of the age.

To THE SUPERINTENDENT OF Common SCHOOLS or Kansas TER- 

RITORY : En 

In pursuance of the sixteenth section of ‘‘ An Act for the or- 
ganization, supervision, and maintenance of Common Schools,” 
in said Territory, I have the honor to submit the following report 
of the condition of Common Schools, in the county of Lykins : 

In January, 1859, I accepted the office of County Superin- 
tendent, for this county. At that time there were only some 
eight or ten districts, legally organized, and of these not a report 
had been received by my predecessor in office, or, at least, noth- 
ing appeared among the papers of the office. Since that time 
the number has increased to thirty, but our organizations are far 
from being complete. But the pressure of the times has pro- 
duced this tardiness, and notwithstanding the clouds of adversity, 
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which are hanging over our citizens, the work is progressing with 
a zeal and energy which will defy all opposition, if God, in His 
rovidence, (in future years,) will water this land withthe 
.dews from Heaven, and revive the hopes, energies and fad- 
ing fortunes of many of our citizens. In passing over the coun- 
ty I am met with almost daily calls to organize districts, lecture, 
visit schools, &c., which is the best evidence in the world of the 
ultimate success in raising the standard of instruction in our 
midst. But the want of suitable buildings is every where felt, 
and the financial famine is too severely felt by our citizens to 
expect much this year; but; inthe face of all this, nearly every 
district has assessed a tax for the purpose of erecting suitable 
. houses, and the support of schools the coming year; but the re- 
ports received from District Clerks have been few and tardy, 
owing, in part, to a want of the late. law. I have not yet re- 
ceived a copy for distribution, and few of the district officers are 
aware of what the law requires, and up to the time this ‘report 
-Should have beeu submitted, I had received reports from three 
districts only; but, under favorable circumstances, in ‘a few 
_ years, Lykins county will be able to submit a report which will 
reflect credit upon her intelligent and enterprising citizens. The 
whole number of school districts, separately set off, within the 
- county, thirty ; fractions, one.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


Executive Orro, K, a 
January 10th, 1861. 
Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: 

Charged with the grave responsibility of enacting laws for the gov- 
ernment and protection of the people, and the promotion of the general 
welfare of the Territory, you are met under circumstances of no ordinary 
interest. 

Of the resignation of the Hon, Samven Mepary, late Governor of the 
Territory, you are already apprised. Though, as a man, uncompromis- 
ingly devoted to the principles of that political organization with which 
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he has been so long and prominently identified, as an officer he was to 
all alike courteous and impartial. Firm, faithful, and energetic in the | 
discharge of his every.duty, he rendered his administration the most pros- 
perous period in the existence of the Tgrritory. In retiring to private 
life, he leaves a people who remember him with sentiments of affection, 
wy and with whom it is a matter of regret that any cause should have ex- 
:  isted, rendering necessary the step he has taken. 


Section 21 of the Organic Act provides, that “in case of the death, 
removal, resignation or absence of the Governor from the Territory, the 
Secretary shall be, and he is hereby authorized and required to execute 
and perform all the powers and duties of the Governor, during such 
vacancy or absence, or until another Governor shall be duly appointed 
and qualified to fill such vacancy:” Therefore, by the resignation of the 
late Executive, the powers and duties of that office ate jrequired to be 
performed by me. am 

Jo assuming the additional functions thus suddenly imposed, there 
| is no requirement in its nature calculated to impress me with a more ap- 
(gm Preciative sense of the dignity and honor of my position, than is this one gy 
am =©of submitting to you, gentlemen—so far as I have been able to ascertain — 

it—the true condition of the affairs of the Territory, and of suggesting, in 
: connection therewith, the propriety of such action with reference to the 
“SA various matters demanding your attention as has, to me, seemed neces- 
wee sary for the correction of existing evils, aud the advancement of our mu- 
Se tual interests as a people, If you shall not, in every instance, concur 
with me, and lend the authority of your approval to such recommenda- 
tions as may be made herein, I shall, I doubt uot, in the main, from a 
| conviction of the superior wisdom of your proposed action, be prepared 
@e «to sanction and complete such provisions as you shall deem better calcu- 
$ lated to compass our one great mutual aim—the people’s good. 

Permit me to remind you, before entering upon the discharge of your 
Legislative duties, that it is of the first importance that you carefully re- 
view and fully understand the peculiarities “of your position as mem- 
bers of the Legislative Assembly of a Territory ; for, I cannot conceive 
$ that it is your desire to involve further trouble by the exercise of unwar- 
@ rantable, or ever doubtful, prerogatives. While the Legislators of a State 
S : can refer for their authority to the written constitutions, established by 
@ themselves and their constituents, rendered clear and emphatic by the 
decisions of judicial tribunals chosen by thejr own people, you are left to 
a4 determine, on your own responsibility, the extent of yours, from an en- 

i actment so difficult of demonstration, that neither its reputed author, nor 

any of its thousand volunteer expounders, have been able to explain it, 
ja even to the satisfaction of themselves; and, in forming your conclusions, 
i itis your further misfortune to be subjected to the confusion resulting 
@ from a six years fight among a generation of politicians far more remark- 
pa ble for hypocrisy, vindictiveness aud corruption, than for sincerity, wis- 
dom and patriotism. : 


k 
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Whatever may be the opinions entertained by you of the relative posi- 
$ tion of a Territory to the Federal Government, you cannot but admit that 
$ to the Organic Act alone you are to look for all the power and authority 
a vested in you as the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Kansas, 
By that enactment your legislative power is made “to extend to all 
' rightful subjects of legislation, consistent with the Constitution of the 
P United States and the provisions of” the Act itself. Within the limit 
i ` tbus prescribed, your acts are valid and of force; beyond it they are of 
no effect whatever. This government, a part of which you are, is not the 

creation of the people over whom it operates; nor are they or you, as rep- 

resented tn tt, possessed of any sovereignty whatever, That sovereignty is 

inherent in every people, is, indeed, true ; but in each instance where there 

exists a government, the power and authority of which is not the delega- 

= tion of the people over whom it extends, the entire and complete destruc- 
tion of such government is necessarily consummated by the assumption 

by such people of their sovereignty. For you, then, who have sworn to 

support the Organic Act, and maintain this Territorial Government—the 

@reation of the Federal Congress—to assume to actin the name of the 

sovereignty of the people included within the geographic limits of 

Kansas, would be an inconsistency, nay, an absurdity, of which I cannot 

imagine you will be guilty. Taking the Organic Act, then, for your guid- 

ing chart, you will readily conceive the necessity of understanding, first, 

what constitutes “rightful subjects of legislation,” and second, what legis- 

lation with reference to such subjects will be consistent with the Consti- 

tution and the provisions of this governing Act.. 

As it may be very reasonably assumed that with your labors will 
close forever the legislative history of this Territrry I would recommend ' 
the propriety of your confining yourselves to the wu.k of harmonizing, 
perfecting and rendering more effective the provisions of those laws al- 
ready existing, rather than to attempt the preparation of any very general 
system of an original character. That there may be some instances calling 
for your action, with referehce to matters, touching which there are at 
present-no statutory provisions, I do not doubt. In such instances, you 
will, of course, find it necessary to depart from the plan just suggested, 
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The Territorial Auditor, being required to bring his report down to 

the 81st day of December, it has been impossible for him to perform the 
labor necessary to its preparation in time to be transmitted herewith. 

| From a condensed statement furnished me, however, I have learned the 

nt entire indebtedness of the Territory upon all accounts, is $96,143.58, 
j while its resources from taxes, due and unpaid, ‘from various counties, 

amount to about $104,000, leaving an excess of assets above liabilities of 
about $8,000. But, of the amount thus due, it is not probable over 
$30,000 can ever be collected, without some special and direct action 
taken for the express purpose. Of the amount of indebtedness as just 
y shown, $88,788.44 is on account of unpaid warrants outstanding, leaving 
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$7,655.14 for which warrants have not been issued. The whole amount 
of warrants issued upon the Treasury, during the year 1860, was $41,- 
234.14, while the whole amount of revenue paid in for the same time, was 
but $3,197.33. In this we have, probably, as sad a commentary upon the 
disastrous effects of the late drouth upon the agricultural and other in- 
terests of the Territory, as could possibly be given. 

Owing to the failure, on the part ofa large majority of the counties, to 
transmit abstracts of taxable property to the Territorial Board of Equali- 
zation, until a very late day, no Territorial taxes were levied up to within 
a few weeks, and, as yet, no part so levied has been paid in; thus, 
no revenue has been received since 1858. The amount of taxable prop- 
erty of the thirty counties from-which abstracts were received, is $27,063,- 
688.52, As those counties failing to furnish abstracts have been but re- 
cently organized, it is not probable that the whole amount of taxable 
property in the Territory will exceed $28,000,000. Of the amount ascer- 
tained, as above, in the thirty counties furnishing abstracts, $21,949,846,25 
is real; the balance, $5,113,840.27, is personal property. The whole 
number of acres of land, subject to taxation, in the above thirty counties, 
is 3,878,660, the average valuation per acre of which is $4.28. The 
whole number of town lots, in these counties, is 185,828—more than two 
for every inhabitant! May nota reasonable apprehension be entertained, 
unless something be soon done to stop this mania for town speculation, 
that there will, ere long, be no lands left for farms, in the Territory? The 
average valuation of these lots is $41.68—the aggregate, $5,640,471.04, 
Thus, it will be seen, town lots are already worth more than one-fourth as 
much as are all the farming lands pre-empted—probably, worth more 
than twice as much as the-acres under actual cultivation. This is no 
healthy condition of affairs, and our people must expect to remain poor 
until they learn to depend more upon their “muscle,” and less upon their 
speculative wits, 

The whole amount of taxes levied for the years 1859 and 1860 was 
$81,183.13. Of taxes levied for former years, there remains still uncol- 
lected, some $23,000. As it is hardly probable any considerable portion 
of these unpaid taxes can be collected, prior to the admission of the Ter- 
ritory as a State, it becomes a matter of importance to determine some 
means by which this indebtedness can be liquidated. So soon as we shall 
have become a State, thera will be a vast amount of land donated for 
public use, Would it not be well for you, by some appropriate method, 
to recommend to the first State Legislature the graduation of these lands, 
and the passage of an act authorizing the receipt of Territorial obligations 
at par, in payment therefor. 

By the laws of 1860, provision was made for the organization of a 
number of new counties, which were not, through some oversight on the 
part of your predecessors, attached to any Representative or Council Dis- 
trict. Unwilling to allow them to be thus deprived of that most valuable 
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of all rights, a representation in the laws by which they were to be gov- 
erned, I assumed the responsibility, (in the discharge ofthe duty imposed 
on me as Secretary, of issuing notices of the late election to the sheriffs 
of the various counties,) of uniting each of such counties to such Repre- 
sentative Districts, as to me, seemed most convenient and appropriate. To 
give validity to that action, your confirmation will be necessary; and to 
avoid farther inconvenience, I would urge the early passage of a law defi- 
nitely assigning these counties to proper Representative, Council and Ju- 
dicial Districts. Reference to the laws of the last Legislative Assembly 
will obviate the necessity of a spent enumeration of the counties requir- 
ing your attention herein. 

That you may find it necessary to make some alterations in the pres- 
ent system of County and Township Organization is quite probable; 
but it is believed the provisions of the law of last winter, on this subject, 
are, with slight exceptions, as well adapted to the condition and require- 
ments of the Territory as any that could be possibly devised. 


In his able message to the last Legislative Assembly, Governor Me- 
dary, after pointing out many of its objectionable features, took occasion 
to advise the total repea of the registry provisions of the election law. 
Fully concurring with him in the objections urged to this part, and per- 
suaded of its imperfections in many other particulars, I am induced to go 
further, and recommend to your honorable body the repeal of the entire 
law, and the substitution, in its stead, of one less complicated and more 
liberalin its character. The elective franchise is aright too sacred to be, 
as if is with us at present, fettered and environed with the complicated 
network of a cumbrous formula, Near the close of the last Session, an 
act, designed as a substitute for the present one, was hurried through the 
House and Council; but, owing to its embodying most of the objection- 
able features of the existing law, the Executive sanction was wisely with- 
held, and the bill defeated. In the enactment of a new law on this sub- 
ject, great care should be taken to define, in the most distinct manner, 044 
tribunals to be charged with theSduty of canvassing the county votes, and 
to prescribe, in the plainest possible terms, their powers and obligations, 
As the matter now stands, it is difficult, if, indeed, not entirely impossi- 
ble, to determine to what authority this duty properly pertains, While 
in some counties the work of canvassing has been conducted by the Boards 
of County Commissioners, in others, it has been performed by the Town- 
ship Trustees ; resulting, very naturally, in many instances, in most seri- 
ous confusion. This subject is of greatimportance. Is demands, and, I 
feel assured, will receive your prompt and careful attention. 

Though the Educational system of the Territory fails,in many re- 
spects, to meet my approbation, still, in view of the probability of our 
goon changing our present for a State form of Government, I do not feel 
at liberty to recommend any very general change. The report of the 8u- 
perintendent not having been, as yet, submitted, I can give no very satis- 
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factory statement/of the condition of the Common Schools, From a brief” 
synopsis, however, received from him, it appears that considerable progress 
has been made, during the past year, in organizing school districts, build- 
ing school-houses, securing the’ services of efficient teachers, and in estab- 
lishing uniformity in the use of proper text-books, The assurance of the 
Superintendent that “Kansas has taken a position in favor of the advanc- 
ing and elevating educational sentiment of the age from which she can 
never retreat,” will be received with gratitude by the friends of this truly 
- noble cause, Assuring you that my co-operation shall be cheerfully ren- 
dered, in any manner in which it can be of service in assisting you, in ad- 
vancivg still further the glorieus~standard the Territory has already so 
honorably achieved, vou are referred to the report of the Superintendent, 
which will be laid before you at an early day, for any further information 
you may desire on this subject, 

. If is frequently being complained that the fees of officers, as estab- 
lished by the last Legislature are exorbitant. Whether any altera- 
tion in this respect is advisable I leave entirely to your better judgment, 


There exists patatalo passed during the session of 1859, entitled 
“An Act to restrain Dram Shops and Taverns, and Regulate the Sale of 
Intoxicating Liquors,” intended no doubt, and by some prevalent halluci- 
nation generally supposed, to be favorable to the suppression of the un- 
` licensed sale of intoxicating liquors ; its real effect, however, inasmuch 
as it has been found so vague and contradictory in its terms as to render a 
conviction under it impossible, is to leave the traffic entirely unrestrained. 
“If, in your opinion, the interests of society demand a license law at all, 
you can better meet that requirement, by the passage of an entire new 
Act, than by attempting, by amendment or otherwise, to render the pre- 
sent one intelligible. If, on the contrary, you believe the innate morality 
of the people is such as to obviate the necessity of any restraint in this 
tespect, you will, at least, vindicate the reputation of the Territory for in- 
telligence, by sweeping this present mockery from the statute book. 

The magnificent’ mineral‘resources of the far western portion of the 
Territory, form no longer a matter of speculation or of doubt. Lured 
by its golden promises of wealth to be speedily amassed, a community of 
forty thousand, eminent for honesty, industry, virtue and intelligence, 
have gathered there, determined with vigorous effort to wring from the 
rugged mountains their buried treasures. In justice, then, to them, some 
thorough system should be devised for the formation of this country into- 
appropriate county, township and municipal organizations, with govern- 
mental and judicial provisions adequate to their necessities, 

~ During the month of November last, there occurred in the counties 
of Linn and Bourbon, disturbances alike destructive of the peace, and 
disgraceful to the reputation of the Territory, An organization, having’ 
for its object the exercise of an unlawful censorship over the actions of 
the inhabitants of that portion of the Territory, and the infliction, for-

conceived offenses, of such punishment as themselves should dictate, with 
threats of violence, intimidated officers in the discharge of judicial duty, 
caused families to fly in terror from their homes, spread, consternation 
through the community, and, in armed bodies, seized and put to death 
citizens innocent of any established offense; thus, in every instance out- 
raging law, and in the last, rendering themselyes guilty of what your 
Statutes denominate murder. Prompt, and as efficient steps as possible, 
were taken to’ restore order, resulting in the present partial peace and 
quiet of the community. The past, however, gives little promise for the 
future. Among these restless spirits disturbances have been of so frequent 
cecurrence that law and government are become but objects of derision, 
and unless some atep be taken for the enforcement of the one, and the 
vindication of the other, this fair portion of the Territory will soon pre- 
sent the saddest spectacle of anarchy run riot, 

Never, since the organization of society into civilized governments, 
did a legislative bady assemble under circumstances of deeper gloom, 
fhan those surrounding you. The hearts of the people over whose inter- 
ests it is your honorable charge to watch, have been saddened with a 
most severe affliction. But just recovered from the sport of faction, and 
the scourge of strife, Kansas now suffers from one of the most trying dis- 
pensations, ever, by a gracious, though a chastening God, imposed on any 
people. By a drouth unprecedented-in the annals of this continent, if 
not, indeed, unparalleled in the history of the world, this fair Eden of our 
adoption, the fertile soil of which has heretofore been wont so bounteously 
to bless, with rich returns, the labors of the husbandmen, has been trans- 
formed to a barren waste of furrowed fields. Depending as they do, en- 
tirely upon their agricultural resources for subsistence, by the total failure 
of all crops in many of the interior counties, large numbers of our fellow 
-citizens have been reduced to the last extremity of need. Yet, though 
through all the lingering months of the last weary year the heavens have 
hung as brass above us—though’the “early and the latter rains” have 
been withheld, and the harvest been made all profitless to follow seed- 
time, nevertheless His loving kindness He has not utterly taken from us 
nor has He suffered His faithfulness to fail; for He has inclined the ears 
of our brethren in States with an abundance blessed, to hearken unto 
the story of our necessities, and even now the avenues of transportation are 
crowded with the offerings of their unstinted liberality. Indeed, our con- 
dition has awakened, throughout the land, a very general sympathy. In» 
dividuals and commupities seem emulating each otherin the work of our 
alleviation, and the President of the United States, in addition to a very 
liberal private donation, has, with characteristic benevolence and solicitude 
_ for the welfare of the people of every section of the country, recom- 
mended to Congress the propriety of taking such action in our behalf, as 
may be constitutional, and adequate to our relief. To those who have 0 
materially befriended us, an expression from you of the grateful senti- 
ment of the Territory, is due, and will I doubt not be appropriately given. 
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The last Legislature passed, the objections of the Governor to the con- 
trary notwithstading, “An Act to Prohibit Slavery in Kansas.” By it, 
slavery aud involuntary servitude, except for crimes, &c., were “ forever 
prohibited.” If, at the time of its passage, the right of property in slaves 
legally existed—and ‘it is generally conceded it did—the act is clearly 
unconstitutional ; for, in such case, it seeks to immediately destroy a 
legally existing right of property, without rendering a just compensation 
therefor. If, onthe other hand, no such right existed, then, the act was 
and isunneccessary. But, waiving all other reasons, I earnestly recom- 
mend the repeal of this law because it forms an obstacle to the adjustment 
of the unhappy differences with-which the country is now distracted. 
Could a weightier consideration operate to mfluence you to meet this 
appeal with a favorable response ? 

For years have thick growing clouds been darkly gathering round the 
destiny of our country, until at length, -with lurid lightning flashes and 
deep thunder detonations, the storm, wildly terrific, has burst upon us. 
So long as fraternal sentiments prevailed among the States, the’ Republic 
was prosperous—the people happy. But now, all is changed. Where 
Peace prevailed, now Discord reigns. The northern States, with one or 
two exceptions, have declared that “a house divided against itself cannot 
stand ’—that the Union, consisting of part free and part slave States, 
though now so divided, is not to fall, bul is to be made harmonious, by 
the termination, of an existing irrepressible conflict, in either rendering the 
States all free, or extending slavery over all; and on these propositions 
have triumphantly elected a President pledged to “render the States all 
free.” What wonder, then, the South should feel alarmed for the safety 
of ber institutions, and seek to strengthen herself for purposes of defense. 
Refusing to accept the issue, and attempt to force her institution on un- 
willing States, is it to be expected she will remain united with those who 
have entered upon a war against her, which is to terminate only with the 
destruction of her most material interests? Is it not natural for her, rather, 
to unclasp the embrace become thus dangerous, and seek in a new organ- 
zation that protection and tranquility denied to her in this, Let us not 
deceive ourselves. Devotedly as the South has loved the Union, it should 
not, if must not be expected, when its constitutional guarantees are disre- 
garded and it transformed to a Juggernaut of oppreszion, hers will prove 
an idol worship, or that her sons, calmly lying their necks beneath, will, 
with bigot smile, invite the crushing of its rumbling wheels, Then let 
the North forego this crusade against the South—let her give an earnest 
of her own loyalty to the Union, by repealing all her laws in derogation 
of the Constitution, and referring the question of the right of parties to 
carry slaves into the common Territories, to the determination of the 
courts, the only constitutional arbiters, let her strive by an honest, earnest, 
sincere effort, to restore that good fellowship and secure reliance on each 
others faith i characterized the earlier ‘history of the Confederacy. 
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Having thus herself conformed to the requirements of the Constitution and 
the laws, she can, confident of the justice of her position, require of the 
South, in the name of a common ancestry, an observance, in strictest 
faith, of every Federal obligation. 

But, if nothing can be doue—if the worst must come, having been 
made the wand with which the magicians of Evil have aroused the elements, 
it may not ba expected Kansas can stand an idle watcher of the storm. 
Inlimately identified as her interests are with the perpetuity, progress and 
prosperity of that Union of States into which she has hoped soon to enter 


. and take her equal place—while she could not witness a dissolution with 


feelings other than of deepest auguish—if God, in His wrath, shall tolerate 
the worst portent ofthis tempest of passion, now so fiercely raging—Kan- 
sas ought, and I trust will, declining identification with either bianch of a 
contending family, tendering to each alike, the olive offering of good 
neighborsbip, establish, under a Constitution of her own creation, a govern- 
ment to be separate and independent among the nations. Embracing, as 
she does, a combination of agricultural and mineral resources unsurpassed 
by any other portionof the world, hers would prove, if not the most pow- 
ful, the most prosperous government on earth,

GENTLEMEN :—In accordance with the provisions of law gov- 
erning this office, I herewith submit my report of the financial 
condition of the Treasury Department of the Territory of Kan- 
sas for the last fiscal year, ending December 31, A. D. 1860. 
For a statement of the condition of the Revenue, and amount 
of expenditures of the Territory, I respectfully refer you to ac- 
companying exhibit A.

EXHIBIT A. 
Upon examination you will perceive that the liabilities of the 


` Territory have been reduced, since my last report, finding the 


assets to be $8,056.66. This amount of assets ($8,056.- 
66) would be incieased, had all the counties reported the ab- 
stracts of taxable property. Brown county has not reported 
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the abstracts for the years 1858 and 1860. This exhibit shows 
that but a very small amount of revenue has been paid into the’ 
Treasury, during the present year, amounting only to $3,197.38. 
This is easily accountedfor. No Territorial taxes have.been levied 
since the year 1858, until within a suort time (November last) 
and of which no part has been paid into the Treasury.

Tt will be found, from exhibit B, that the whole amount of 
revenue paid into the Treasury, for the year 186, 1s $3,197.33, 
and the amount of warrants issued upon the Treasury, for the same

Upon examination of this exhibit, it will be found that the 
Territorial debt is gradually increasing, from year to year, until 
it has reached the sum of $99,170.98. 

This is no flattering commentary upon the economical adminis- 
tration of a Territorial Government; it is certainly time to con- 
sider the means of liquidating our indebtedness. Of this amount, 
$99,170.98, the greater part was incurred as Legislative Ex- 
penses (although the United States makes annual appropriations to 
pay the ordinary expenses) and expenses of Constitutional Con- 
ventions. 

The Legislative expenses of last winter amounted to over eight 
thousand dollars, over and above what the General Government 
paid, yet I know that many members of that assembly, with 
commendable zeal for the good of the Territory, endeavored to 
lessen the Legislative expenses. The Legislature could possibly 
lessen the number of clerks, and also the:r compensation, yet be 
able to discharge the ordinary duties of Legislation. The clerks 
and attachees have, heretofore, received about double the amuunt, 
per diem, the members of the Legislature have. 

The Territorial debt could be (without being a burden upon 
the people) liquidated by annually levying a small Territorial 
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lection of taxes has had a very bad effect, and has, heretofore, 
resulted in no good to the resident tax payers, as I aminformed, 
by the collectors, that the poorer classes pay their taxes more 
promptly, in order to avoid the payment of the per centage for

' To collect the taxes only transfers the money o£ the residents, 
one ta another, but of.the non-residents, it brings the money 
frum abroad into our midst, thus improving our financial con-

! A postponement of taxes will keep out of the country the 
amount of faxes paid by non-residents; will so depreciate the 
credit of the counties and Territory, that the effect will be more 
| disastrous than the rigid enforcement of the revenue laws. 
| Several counties failed to levy the Territorial tax for the year

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1860. A law ought to be passed requiring the county Clerk, or 

county Treasurer, to apportion the Territorial tax, as certified by

ea EXHIBIT D. 
Showing Sundry Accounts filed in this Office against the Territory for which 
there are no Appropriations, 

The account of Todd, Younkm and Barry, for the sum of 
$524.00 was incurred under the provisions of the law, locating 
certain Territorial Roads, passed by the Legislative Assembly *59. 
These gentlemen were appointed Commissioners and performed 
the duty required of them ; but before they presented their ac- 
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counts in proper shape, the ** Road Fand’? was suspended by 
an act of the last Legislature. (See Chap. VI.) You will 
also notice an account for ‘“keeping State prisoners.” I think 
the best policy would: be; to require each county to pay for the 
judicial expenses of all criminal pfosecutions arising or tried 
within her border ; but, if you should think otherwise, some addi- 
tional legislation will be necessary to authorize the Auditor to 
audit the accounts. 


EXHIBIT E. 

Shows the Balance due from the Cotnties of the Territory, including amounts 
due from some of the Counties for Taxes of ’55, +56, °57 and also for the 
year 1858. 

In regard to the taxes of 755, £6, and 57, I would recommend 
the passage of a law, releasing the .counties from the further 
payment. 

The delinquent taxes of 758 are in very unsatisfactory shape, 
mainly assumed by the counties. I would recommend that the 
Territorial Board of Equalization be authorized to add the delin- 
quent taxes of 1858, remaining unpaid, of each county, to the 
amount required by law to be raised for Territorial purposes for 
the year 1861. Some of the counties have paid the whole 
amount of Territorrial tax of 1858, whilst on the other hand 
other counties Jefferson, Bourbon and Anderson never levied 
any Territorial tax. ‘* Equal and exact justice’? would be for all 
to collect the tax levied by the Territory. For the purpose of 
giving information concerning the condition of the delinquent 
taxes, I have prepared in detail a statement of each county in 
arrears, for taxes levied previcus to the years 1859 and 760. I 
have used every effort to get a correct statement from the county 
officers in relation to the delinyuencies of their respective counties; 
have visited some of the counties and examined the records, but 
am convinced that it will be impossible to collect the delinqnent 
taxes of °55, ’56 and °57; and whilst the taxes of 758 might 
possibly be collected, yet the most practicable way is, to collect, 
by additional levy heretofore mentioned, and authorize the county 
to retain the delinquent when redeemed. 

Upon examination of the laws of *58 and also 1860, it will 
be found that no provision for delinquent Territorial tax has been 
made, but they provide that the whole amount of Territonal 
taxes shall be paid, the law providing that the county for the de- 
ficiency shall have reef from the delinquent list. 


EXHIBIT F. 
Shows the General and Special Appropriations for the year 1860, the Amount 
paid in Pursuance of the same, and the Balance unexpended., 
Tt will be found that I have not exceeded the appropriation in 
any case. 
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County Treasurers are required to pay into the Treasury, in 
gold or silver coin or Territorial warrants, collected by them, the 
Territorial taxes.. The law should be amended so as to be unmis- 


_takable. I understand the law to mean, that the County Trea- 


surers shal] pay into the Treasury all the gold or silver he collects 
for taxes, and shall pay all the Territorial warrants he collects 
for taxes. .This would prevent the County Treasurer from spe- 
culating in Territorial warrants, which the Legislature, I presume, 
does not wish to license, The law provides that the Auditor 
shall administer an oath to the collector, before giving him a credit 
upon the books of his office, “that he (Collector) has not used 
or appropriated any of the public money for his private use or 
benefit, nor for the benefit of any other person.” I would recom- 
mend the repeal of the law providing for Duplicate warrants. The 
law provides, that the Anditor in certain cases shall issue Dupli- 
cate warrants, and shall give notice to the treasurer, who is required 
to cancel the original warrant. If the original warrant was Jost, 
the finder can use It either in paying taxes or selling it to inno- 
cent parties ; but the law provides that the original warrant shall 
be canceled, and the Treasurer, to comply with the law, cannot 
take such warrant from the Collector of taxes, and if thus be- 
comes a loss to the Collector, who cannot know to whom Dupli- 
eate warrants have been issued. In the other case it is a loss to 
an innocent purchaser. i 

There seems to be a misunderstanding about the interest on 
Territorial Warrants, some of the County Treasurers having al- 
lowed ten per cent. per annum, instead of eight, which the law 
allows after the warrant has been presented for payment. (See 


law of 1859, Chap. CXXVI, Sec. 11, page 632.) 
| JUDICIAL EXPENSES. 


The Legislature, at the last session, passed an appropriation to 
pay the Judicial Expenses of the Ist and 2d Judicial Districts, 
of the United States District Court. I sec no good reason to 


confine the appropriation to the Ist and 2d District. Why not 


include also the3d? ‘There has been a misunderstanding between 
this office and the clerks of the districts, in regard to the applica- 
tion of the appropriation. The Clerk of the Ist District filed 
accounts ‘‘accruing against Territory previous to Dec. 1, °57.’ 
He also filed accounts subsequent, but claimed that the accounts, 


_although audited in the name of the person performing the ser- 


vice, and warrants issued therefore, should be delivered to him. 
This I declined to do, believing it to be my duty to issue the war- 
rants in the name of the person, and also deliver the warrants to 
them, upon surrendering the clerk’s certificate. A still greater 
difference of opinion exists with the Clerk of the 2d District. 
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He demanded all the Judicial Expenses adjudged against the Ter-. 
ritory for 2d District to be audited im tavor of the clerk, and 
warrants issued accordingly. > I declined to do so. He applied 
to the court and obtained a mandamus. I herewith transmit the 
proceedings, believing it due to myszlf, to give you the reason 
why I have not audited the Judicial Expenses, as agreed with . 
your special committee last winter, which was to audit the ac- 
counts in favor of the persons entitled to the warrants.

Your petitioner, Loami McArthur, Clerk of the Court aforesaid, com- 
plains of Hiram J. Strickler, Auditor of Kansas Territory, and says: That 
at the March Term of the District Court aforesaid A. D. 1858, a certain 
prosecution was instituted by indictment against Wm. H. Anglér, for 
Grand Larceny, and in prosecution a nolle prosegui was entered at the term 
aforesaid on the indictment aforesaid, and the costs thereof adjudged 
against the Territory of Kansas, aud which costs were duly taxed by saia 
Cleik against the Territory of Kansas, in a regular itemized Fee Bill, 
and delivered to the Prosecuting Attorney of said Court, at the October 
Term thereof, A. D. 1858, then next succeeding the term aforesaid, and 
by him, and the Presiding Judge examined in term time, and allowed 
against the Territory of Kansas, forthe sum of thirteen Dollars and fifty 
Cents, and ordered to be certified to the Auditor of Kansas Territory for 
payment, as appears by their certificate on the margin of said Fee Bill. 
Complainant further says that ten Dollars of said Fee-Bill is due for At- 
torney’s fees. Complainant further says, that said original Fee Bill was 
placed on the files of said Court, and a certified copy thereof was present- 
ed to the said Auditor for auditing and payment, and thereof payment be- 
ing demanded by said Clerk, and payment thereof of the ten Dollars At- 
torney’s fees, was then and there refused by the said Auditor, And said 
complainant further complains and says that he presented claims as afore- 
said for witnesses and jurors, to-wit : $6.40 for witness claims; $7.50 for 
jurors claims, amounting in all to thesum of $27.44, and asked that the 
same bə Audited and warrants drawn on the Treasury in my name, pay- 
able out of any money appropriated for judicial expenses to the said L, 
McArthur; Clerk of the Conrt aforesaid, which auditing and order for pay- 
ment by the said Hiram J. Strickler, Auditor as aforesaid was refused. 
Therefore, complainant prays for a peremptory writ of mandamus against 
the said Hiram J. Strickler, Auditor as aforesaid, commanding him to 
adit and pay the claims aforesaid, to the said Loami McArthur, Clerk as 
aforesaid, as above demanded.

To which petition Hiram J. Strickler, defendant, made his 
answer, which answer was in words and figures as follows, to-wit: 
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To the Hon, Rusu ELMORE, Presiding Judge of the Second Judicial District 

Kansas Territory: 

Loami McArthur, Clerk of the 2d Judicial District Court having filed 
certain fee bills before the Auditor, asks that warrants shail be issued 
for the same upon the Territorial Treasurer. The Auditor refusing to 
audit the accounts or fee-bills in the manner demanded, and also refusing- 
to issue the warrants in the manner demanded, said Clerk files his com- 
plaint before your honor, asking that a mandamus shall be granted com- 
pelling the Auditor to comply with his demands. The Auditor respect- 
fully protests for the following reasons : 

The Auditor has never refused to audit the accounts or fee bills 
where the Territory was liable for costs, and properly certified to by the 
Judge and Prosecuting Attorney, (whichis the evidence of the fact,) but 
is willing to audit said claims ın favor of the respective parties interested: 
but said Clerk demands that said fee bills or accounts shall be audited in 
his own name, which the Anditor does decline to do. 

The Auditor does not decline to issue warrants upon the Treasury for- 
the fee bills or accounts, provided they have accrued in accordance with 
the provisionsof the appropriation bill for Jndicial Expenses passed by 
the last Legislatnre, but is willing to issue the warrants in the name of” 
the parties, who performed the service and who are entitle l to compensation} 
but the Auditor is not willing to issue the warrants in the name of parties,. 
such as witnesses, jnrors, &c., until the said parties shall apply for them 
and give receipt for the same, For it is a well known fact that a very 
large number of the witnesses and jurors of the Court of 1858 are not- 
now in the Territory, and never will claim, in all probability, any compen- 
sation for said services, Neither is the Auditor willing to issue the war- 
rants in the name of parties performing the service and (without their re- 
ceipt for said warrants) deliver the same to the said Clerk as he demands, 
nor is he willing to issue warrants for “cost bills,” ‘fee bills,’ &e., in the 
name of the Cleik, but will issue so much as he may be entitled to in his 
name and take his receipt therefor. 

The Auditor can find no law authorizing him to audit the account 
and issue the warrants in the manner demanded by the said Clerk. The: 
Clerk claims that he is the collector of fees by the law of 1855, but that 
law did not require the Auditor to issue the warrants; but the law seem- 
ed to contemplate that the Clerk should collect the fees of the Treasurer 
without any warrants from the Auditor, 1 respectfully refer your honor 
tothe law governing and prescribing the dutics of the Auditor, Statute 
1859, the Apprepriation Bill of Judicial Expenses, also an Act entitled 
“An Act for the payment of costs in certain cases, and for other pur- 
poses.” This act appropriates money to pay witnesses and bailiffs in 
District Courts, also Recorders’ Courts. Sec. 3rd provides : The Territorial 
Auditor is hereby authorized and required to draw warrants upon Territo- 
rial Treasurer for said costs and fees in favor of the persons entitled to receive 
the same, upon the certificate of the Clerk of said Conrts or said Recorder, 
as the case may be; and such certificate shall be a sufficient warrant to 
the Auditor for the alliwance of the amount therein specified.

The laws for 1855, as well as the laws of 1859, page 227, sections 228, 
224 and 225, make it the duty of the Prosecuting Attorney and Judge 
to examine and certify the fee bills of the Clerk, It is also made the duty 
of the Clerk to collect the fees so certified. Previous to the passage of the- 
act appropriating money to defray the Judicial Expenses of Kansas, ap- 
proved February 27th, 1860, on the presentation of the fee bills, so ap- 
proved, the duty of the Auditor was to give a certificate and report the- 
same to the next Legislature. The last act making appropriations, renders- 
the duty of the Auditor plain;-he mus’ draw his warrants on the Treas- 
urer, for the amount so certified by the Attorney and Judge, in favor of 
the Clerk. Sach is unquestionably the law and I cannot look behind it. 
It is made the duty of the Clerk to collect the costs, and pay the same 
over to the parties, whenever they califor it. It msy be an oversight of 
the Legislature, and the beneficiaries-may never call for it, but that does 
not alter or change the law. The Terrilo-y is irdekted to those parties 
and prepares the way to pay them, to wit: through the Clerk. + - 

The act, approved February 25, 1860, has nothing to do with the case at 
bar. The Auditor will, therefore, issue his warrant to Loam. McArthur, 
Clerk of the District Court of the 2nd Judicial District, on his producing 
and filing a certified copy, or copies, of the fees, as allowed by the Judge- 
and Prosecuting Atrorney, if accrued since the year 1857,

Hox..Rusu ELmorRg, © uneh, K. T.—Dear Sir:—I have to advise 
you that information haz Yatnzeceived, at this office, to the effect that 
‘certain counties have paès 5 27zpenses that were adjudged against the 
Territory in criminal case . The County Clerk of Franklin county advis- 
es me of that fact. I learn, from Mr. L. McArthur, thatthe counties of 
Jackson, Lykins, Shawnee and Douglas have paid part of the same. The 
counties are making application to be reimbursed, Mr. McArthur, Clerk 
of District Court, informs me that he will present the accounts for settle- 
ment, at this office, as though no payment had been made hy the counties, 
such payment being illegal, As the mandamus stands against me I shall 
be com pelled to issue the warrants, as you decided, unless withdrawn, Task 
to be advised whether the county Prosecuting Attorney’s certificate, with 
the District Judge’s signature, is a sufficient voucher for me toadmit the 
accounts, Some of the-fee bills are certified to by the U. S. District At- 
torney, or deputy, and some by the Prosecuting Attorney of the several 
counties, you having used, in the mandamus, the language, viz.: “ Attor- 
neys of this Court.” The Clerk of the Second Judicial District Court has 
not filed all his fee bills and Accounts vs. Territory, that have accrued since 
Jan, Ist, 1858, until June, 1859, I have declined to audit, unless all are pre- 
sented, for the reason the Clerk has had time to file them (June Ist, 1859) 
and, unless such a course is adopted, there is a possibility of a fee bill 
being audited and allowed twice; for, in such a mass of papeis, the Clerk 
may, by accident, file two or three copies of the same fee bill, and it is 
impossible for the Auditor, unless examined at the same time, to distin- 
guish or remember what had or had not been audited.

How. H. J. Srrickter—Dear Sir :—In reply to yours of the 24th 
inst., I have to say that the Territorial Laws point out a specific way for 
the payment of expenses of criminal prosecutions, in those cases where- 
‘in the Territory of Kansas is liable for the expenses, Payments made by 
other paities not the Territory at their own volition, under no provisions 


.of law, are not in law a satisfaction of the demand, and the parties paying 


would be compelied to look to the parties receiving for a re-imbursement 
of the amount so paid. Justice and equity would say that where a par- 
ty has received pay once, they would have no right to receive 16 again, 
and that where counties have paid these habilities, the parties who receive 
such pay, tfansfeired their accounts against the Territory to their respect- 
ive counties. It results from this then, that those counties which havein 
part or in whole paid these expenses, should be credited each one with the 
amount so paid; thus creating an indebtedness in favor of these coun- 
ties against the Territory. If this is not done, I do not see how the pay- 
ment by the Territory to the Clerk can be prevented. Future legislation 
‘will be necessary to give validity and force to this arrangement. Of course 
the amount so paid by the various counties will be deducted from the par- 
ticular fee bills, whereon they have been paid. This will give the Audi- 
tor much trouble and labor, but I conceive it to be absolutely necessary to 
protect the pecuniary incerests of the Territory and the various counties.

These payments not having been made by the request or application of 
the Clerk, but by the volition of the counties, themselves exhibiting a 
zeal and energy in the discharge of their public duties, which if confined 
within their proper sphere would have entitled them to much credit and 
commendation. Wherever the fee bills are certified to by the Judge, 
U. S. District Attorney or Deputy ör by the Prosecuting Attorney, I 
conceive it to beall sufficient. I do not think that the Auditor has the 
right to require all of the fee bills which have accrued since Jan. 1858 or 
June '59 at one time. I think the Auditor would be required to issue his 
warrants as the fee bills are separately presented to him for considera tion, 
while convenience and a prompt dispatch of business would certainly 
suggest the propriety of the Clerk presenting the bills of each of the 
counties separately and all frém each county at the same time. This 
would certainly expedite business and render the duties of the Auditor 
much less arduous, I have no1easons to doubt but that the Clerk will 
pursue this course. It is ceitainly possible that, through mistake, careless- 
ness or otherwise (though I hardly think this probable) that a fee-bill may 
be made out more than once and pregenited to the Auditor for allowance ; 
but the Auditor must guard against this by a careful and accurate exam- 
ination of each seperate fee bill, the Clerk rendering all assistance in 
his power. I believe I haveanswered all of the suggestions contained in 
your communication.

It may be proper to state that I have audited, in favor of the 
Clerk of the Second Judicial District, the judicial expenses ad- 
judged against the Territory (and not paid by the county) in 
Jackson county, September Term, 1858, for $524.17 aud Cof- 
fey county for the March Term, 1859, for $455.29. He has filed 
a number of fee bills for costs in Shawnee county. Being filed 
too late to include in this report, I have not audited them. 


T herewith transmit a copy of the proceedings of the Territo- 
rial Board of Equalization, with a recapitulation showing the 
total number of acres of land in each county, the average value 
of land as reported by county Clerk, average value of land per 
acre as fixed by the Board, total value of real estate in each 
county, total value of real and personal property, amount of Ter- 
ritorial tax to be raised in each county. 

Considering the difficulties to which the Board were sub- 
jected, I think you will find the equalization as equitable as 
could be expected. Upon examination you will find that, although 
the Board did not have all the abstracts from the counties before 
them, yet the average value per acre, as fixed by the Board, only 
differs five mills upon the acre with the average value per acre as 
reported by the county clerks, the former being $4.28 1-2 and 
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the latter $4.28. You will find upon examination that the laws 
should be amended governing the Board. 

These are the most important suggestions that occur to me at 
this time ; and, if favorably considered by your Honorable Body, 
I trust will prove in the end for the good, (as Lardently desire, ) 
of the people of Kansas.

Mr. Spraxcern: The Committee on Contested Seats, to whom 
were referred the papers reiative to the seat of the Representa- 
tive oi the 10th District, comprising the counties of Marshall and 
Washington, J. D. Brumbaugh being the incumbent, and Geo. 
G. Pierce the contestant, have had said papers under considera- 
tion, and the majority of the Committee respectfully submit the 
[following report: 

In the county of Marshall, the whole number of votes cast for 
Representative was 385, of which number J. D. Brumbaugh re- 
ceived 156 votes, George G. Pierce, 149 votes, and J. &. Clardy 
89 votes. ' ni 

In the county of Washington, the whole number of votes cast 
for Representative was 42, of which number George G. Pierce 
received 37 votes, J. D. Brumbaugh £ votes, and J. Clardy one 
vote. 

The whole number of votes cast for Representative in said 10th 
District was 427; of which number George Q. Pioree received 
186 votes, J. D. Brumbaugh 160 votes, and J. E. Clardy 81 votes.

of this report. 

_At this stage of the case, two questions are suggested to the 
minds of the majority of the Committee : 

First, Whether the said Board of Canvassers have the right 
to go behind the returns and reject them for illegalities which did 
not appear upon their face, but which were proved aliunde. 

Second, Admitcing that said Board of Canvassers had the 
right to go behind the returns as aforesaid, whether the alleged 
illegalities in this case proved by the said affidavit, were of such 
a character as to justify them, the said Board of CGanvassers, in 
rejecting the returus from Barrett’s Precinct. : 

As to the question first above stated, the majority of the Com- 
mittee are clearly of the opinion that a2 County Board of Gan- 
yasseis have no right to go behind the returns, wheu they are le- 
gal upon their face, and reject them for illegalities, proved 
either in conducting the election or m making up the returns, or 
both; and in sapport of this opinion they refer to’ See. 53 of the 
“Act regulating Elections,” Statutes of 1859, page 395. 

Had said Board of Canvassers taken this view of the law, and 
had the certificate been given to Mr. Pierce, Mr. Brumbaugh, if 
really entitled to the seut, would have had his remedy to obtain 
it. (Statutes of 759, page 406. ) 

..3 to the question secondly above stated, the majority of the 
Conimitice are also of the opinion that the alleged illegalities, as 
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proven by the affidavit of the said Otis D. Prentiss, were not suf- 
ficient to justify the said Board of Canvassers in rejecting the 
said returns. Section 75 of the Act regulating elections, statutes 
of 759, page 399. 

But the affidavit of the said Otis D. Prentiss is contradicted by 
the affidavits of the Inspectors and Clerks of election at said pre- 
cinct; and the facts in regard to said alleged illegalities, as sworn 
to by said Inspectors and Clerks, are as follows: They, the 
Clerks and Inspectors, although having taken the proper oath, 
did not subscribe to the same till after the polls were closed, but . 
before completing the canvass of the votes. Thomas Wells, one of 
said Inspectors, was so intoxicated for a short time as to be un- 
able to attend to the duties of his office. One Thomas Edgar, 
without being sworn, assisted said Inspectors in canvassing the 
votes, by stringing á portion of the ballots ; and the jurats of the 
officers administering the several oaths upon said returns, from 
said precinct, were not affixed till the Tth day of November, the 
day foilowing the day of the election. 

Tn any view of this case which the majority of the Committee 
are able to take, they are clearly of the opinion that Geo.

enrolled Bill, and report forthwith, m writing, to the House in 
which the Bill originated, which report shall be entered on the 
journal of that House, and they shall return the engrossed Bill 
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to the Enrolling Clerk of the House in which it originated. Af- 
ter such examination and report, the Committee shall present the 
Bill to the Speaker of the House, for his signature, and, if the 
bill originated in the House, to the Chief Clerk, who shall certi- 
fy to that fact, on the back of the roll; after which the Commit- 
tee shall present the Bill to the President of the Council, for his 
signature, and, if the Bill originated in the Council, to the Sec- 
retary for his signature.

Roz 20. Orders to print, unexecuted, expire at the close of 
the Session; and no document shall be printed or delivered, 
after the final adjournment, unless under some law or resolution 
of the two Houses.

The undersigned, minority of the Select Committee fo whom 
was referred House Bill No. 89, entitled “‘An Act to restrain 
Dram Shops and Taverns, and to regulate the Sale of Intoxicat- 
ing Liquors,” would respectfully report: 

That, having given due consideration to the subject matter em- 
braced in the ill, he is constrained to dissent from the conclu- 
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sions arrived at by a majority of ‚the committee, for the following — 
reasons : 

First—The Bill proceeds upon the idea that dram shops are a 
necessity, or that they must inevitably exist in all our communi- 
ties, and that, therefore, the protection of the Iaw should be 
thrown around them, in order that they may be regulated by law— 
a doctrine never applied under our Government to any other vice, 
and which is in open violation of the broad principle lying at the 
foundation of all civil government, which recognizes the obliga- 
tion of the government to protect the people from the operation 
and effect of all vicious and demoralizing institutions; and cer- 
tainly, if we are entitled to the benefit of ‘this general principle, 
to protect us from any evil, it ought not to be denied to us in 
reference to the one under consideration. 


Second—The Bill, as reported, provides that the County 
Commissioners may grant licenses to ‘sell intoxicating liquors, 
upon the recommendation of twenty-five land holders, in any 
township in the Territory. ‘This proposition is objected to for 
the reason that it confers upon a small minority of the people 
the power to authorize the County Commissioners to inflict upon 
the community one of the most unmitigated curses that ever 
scourged human society, while our general laws require the con- 
currence of a majority to secure any one of the many blessings 
which it is the province of Government to bestow upon the 

eople. 

r Third—The Bill further provides for levying a tax upon all 
persons to whom licenses may be granted, and applying the pro- 
ceeds to the support of common schools; in other words, it 18 
proposed to sell to certain persons the privilege of establishing 
manufactories of drunkards, for the purpose of raising a revenue 
to educate the drunkard’s children, which process the minority of 
your committee cannot approve; and further, the operation of 
this provision will inevitably tend to prevent the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors in those communities where itis confined within 
its appropriate limits, to-wit: for mechanical, scientific and medi~ 
cinal purposes ; because the sales in such communities would 
not be sufficient in amount to warrant the payment of the tax 
proposed. | e 

Fourth—Your Committee further objects to the section which 
provides that all sales of intoxicating liquor shall be confined to 
sober men—so that the sole business of these legalized dram 
sellers shall be to initiate our young men into the highway of 
ruin, rather than content themselyes with completing the destruc- 
tion of those already far gone in the road to death. Why not 
rather confine their depredations to those already within their 
power, and thereby protect and preserve that portion of our young 


> 
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men who are now the pride and joy of their parents, their wives 
and friends, and the hope of our country. Itis not he who tips 
the tottering drunkard into his final resting place, who should be 
held exclusively responsible for his ruin, but he also who opens 
the gate to the dreadful highway, and by the tempting, first 
glass, initiates his victim into the drunkard’s course. Let us 
not compel these depredators upon the public peace—if we must 
tolerate them—to seek only for customers among those who are 
now Virtuous, happy and free. . 
The undersigned therefore respectfully dissents from the report 
of the majority of the Committee, and would recommend the 
adoption of such amendments to the bill as will relieve it from 
the objections above referred to, and secure to the majority of the 
voters in the several townships in the Territory, the power to 
confine the sale of these dangerous commodities to persons who 
will restrict it within such limits as the public sentiment of the 
community may require, and, at the same time, furnish ample 
power to punish all persons who shall sell the same without au- 
thority- of law.

Mr. Speaker: The Joint Committee, appointed to prepare a 
memorial to the Legislatures of the several Stites ‘now in session, 
in behalf of the suffering in Kansas, respectfully report the fol- 
lowing : 

To the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the State of 


The undersigned, a Committee of the-Legislature df the Ter- 
ritory of Kansas, would respectfully and earnestly represent : 

That the people of Kansas have suffered, during the past sum- 
mer, from one of the most severe dronths ever before known in 
the history of this or any other country. We do not deem it 
necessary to spread before you a detailed account of the hardships 
consequent upon this state of things; we will only say that we 

“are amazed whenever called to contemplate the severity and ex- 

tent of the calamity. 7 3 

Not less than thirty thousand persons are now and will be de- 
pendent for subsistence, upon outside resources, until our next 
harvest, and, in addition to the need of provisions and clothing, 
a large amount of seed wheat, corn and potatoes will be required 
at an early day, or the citizens of Kansas must, to some extent, 
remain beneficiaries upon eastern liberality for the year to come. 
The snow, which has fallen 1n immense quantities all over our 
country, burying beyond the reach of our stock the principal 
source of subsistence which remained for them—in the dry grass 
of the prairies—must inevitably cause the death, by starvation, 
of a large portion of our cattle, while at the same time the roads 
are rendered impassable and the people exposed to greatly in- 
creased privation and suffering, from the difficulty of reaching 
the points where food is to be obtained ; from these causes we 
have great reason to apprehend that our condition in the spring 
must be most helpless and hopeless without a liberal and prompt 
response to this appeal. ` 

We are assured, from the office of the Relief Committee, at 
Atchison, that the indications are daily becoming more and more 
alarming, in consequence of the falling off of private donations, 
and we are urged to take some measures to provide for the 
worst that may yet be in the future. © 

We are especially desirous to procure, from legislative benef- 
ciaries, the means of furnishing our people at least one hundred 
thousand bushels of seed wheat, and a sufficiency of corn and 
potatoes also, for spring planting. 

Our position is one of extreme trial; already overwhelmed 
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with a déep sense of obligation to sympathizing friends in the 
East, who have hitherto, under the kind promptings of generous 
hearts, opened wide their hands for our relief, we are still impel- 
led, by painful necessity, from what we know of the condition of 
the country, to renew our appeal, addressing ourselves, in this 
instance, to the concentrated generosity of our eastern friends, 
as represented in the Legislative Assemblies now in session. 

We ask, therefore, that the condition of our people may be 
considered, and, as seed time is rapidly approaching, we earnestly 
desire that whatever is done to save us, as a people, from a pro- 
longation of our destitution and suffering beyond anothér harvest, 
be done speedily. aa 

While we deplore some of the sad effects of our recent severe 
weather, and storms of snow, we recognize behind the cloud the 
benignant designs of a kind Providence in preparing our soil, by 
a process pre-eminently adapted to the end desired, for an early 
and successful spring culture. 

“The Territorial Relief Committee have an office at the city of 
Atchison, and they have the confidence of the people of the 
country ; and we believe any funds committed to them will be 
wisely, faithfully and équitably distributed over the Territory, 
according to the necessities of the people; but those who may 
prefer to disburse their charities through other channels, will, of 
course, consult their own judgment im the matter. 

With grateful acknowledgments for the kind sympathy and 
substantial aid already received, your memorialists, as in duty 
bound, will ever pray.

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Message from the Governor : 
To the House of Representatives : ` 


I herewith return, without my approval, an Act, which origi- 
nated in your House, entitled ‘‘An Act to repeal certain laws 
therein named.” co 

- This Act seeks to repeal the provisions of law authorizing 
certain officers to issue fee bills for the collection of costs due | 
them. That the existing laws need modification and revision, is 
indeed true; but, in my opinion, there are circumstances under 
which to deprive clerks of this power, would work great injustice 
to them, and impose additional costs upon parties l)tigant. 

For instance, section 3 of an Act regulating fees of the clerks, 
&e., approved February 27th, 1860, provides: ‘‘Lhe plaintiff in 
any civil action, shall be liable, after final judgment, for all 
costs, necessarily incurred in the prosecution of, or defending 
the same; Provided, That, in all cases where judgment for 
costs is or has been rendered against the defendant, execution 
shall have first issued against said defendant, and returned not sat- 
isfied, before a fee bill shall issue against the plaintiff.” 

Now. in-this case, unless the clerk be authorized to issue his 
fee bill against such plaintiff, he 1s left no remedy save an action 
in which all the formula is to be gone through, and all the expense 
of the original action again incurred; this, too, to merely ascertain 
that, of which the court is bound to take official notice, to-wit: 
its own approved records. The policy of law, it has long since 
been agreed, is to avoid litigation. The effect of this Act, should 
it become a law, would be just the reverse. As I cannot think, it 
is the intention of the Legislative Assembly, to totally do 
away with the customary provision, without supplying some re- 
remedy inits stead, for such instances as above referred to, I 
return the Bill to your honorable Body for reconsideration.

memorial to the Legislatures of the several States now in session, 
in behalf of the suffering in Kansas, respectfully report the fol- 
lowing: _ - 

To the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the State of 


_ The undersigned, a Commiitteé of the Legislature of the Ter- 
ritory of Kansas, would respectfully and earnestly represent : 

That the people of Kansas have suffered, during the past sum- 
mer, from one of the most severe drouths ever before known in . 
the history of this or any other country. We do not deem it 
necessary to r before you a detailed account of the hardships 
consequent apon this state of things; we will only say that we 
are amazed whenever called to contemplate the severity and ex- 
tent of the calamity. 

Not less than thirty thousand persons are now and will be de- 
pendent for subsistence, upon outside resources, until our next 
harvest, and, in addition to the need of provisions and clothing, 
a large amount of seed wheat, corn and potatoes will be required 
at an early day, or the citizens of Kansas must, to some extent, 
remain beneficiaries upon eastern liberality for the year to come. 
The snow, which has fallen in immense quantities all over our 
country, burying beyond the reach ‘of our stock the principal 
source of subsistence which remained for them—2n the dry grass 
of the prairies—must inevitably cause the death, by starvation, 
of a large portion of our cattle, while at the same time the roads 
are rendered impassable and the people exposed to greatly in- 


fe 
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creased privation and suffering, from the difficulty of reaching 
the points where food is to be obtained ; from these causes we 
have great reason to apprehend that, our condition in the spring 
must be most helpless and hopeless-without a liberal and prompt 
response to this appeal. ` 

We are assured, from the office of the Reliéf Committee, at 
Atchison, that the indications are daily becoming more and more 
alarming, in consequence of the falling off of private donations, 
and we are urged to take some measures to provide for the 
worst that may yet be in the future. 

We are especially desirous to procure, from legislative benefi- 
ciaries, the means of furnishing our people at least one hundred 
thousand bushels of seed wheat, and a sufficiency of corn and 
potatoes also, for spring planting. 

Our position is one of extreme trial; already overwhelmed 
with a deep sense of obligation to sympathizing friends in the 
Hast, who have hitherto, under the kind promptings of generous 


hearts, opened wide their hands for our relief, we are still impel-* ° 


led, by painful necessity, from what we know of the condition of 
the country, to renew our appeal, addressing ourselves, in this 
instance, to the concentrated generosity of our eastern friends, 
as represented in the Legislative Assemblies now in session. 

We ask, therefore, that the condition of our people may be: 
considered, and, a¢ seed time is rapidly approaching, we earnestly 
desire-that whatever is done to save us, as a people, from a pro- 
longation of our destitution and suffering beyond another harvest, 
be dene speedily. 

While we deplore some of the sad effects of our recent severe 
weather, and storms of snow. we recognize behind the cloud the 
benignant designs of a kind Providence in preparing our soil, by 
a process pre-eminently adapted to the end desired, for an early 
and successful spring culture. 

The Territorial Relief Committee have an office at the city of 
Atchison, and they have the confidence of the people of the 
country ; and we believe any funds committed to them will be 
wisely, faithfully and equitably distributed over the Territory, 
according to the necessities of the people; but those who may 
prefer to disburse their charities through other channels, will, of 
course, consult their own judgment ingthe matter. . 

With grateful acknowledgments for the kind sympathy and 
substantial aid already received, your memorialists, as in duty 
bound, will ever pray. * :

Your Committee, who were appointed under the following res- 
olution, to wit: i 

“ Resolved, That a Committee of five be appointed to inves- 
tigate the matter of Claims, arising under the Act entitled “ An 
Act to provide for the adjustment and payment of Claims, and 
an Act supplementary thereto,” passed February Tth and 1ith, 
1859, to inquire what attempts, if any, have been made to foist 
a portion of said Claims as a debt against the Territory, and to 
inquire what, if any, attempts have been made to establish bank- 
ing institutions upon said Claims, zo attemptdd to be fastened 
upon said Territory, and to inquire into all matters connected with, 
or growing out of said Claims, under said acts, and full powers 
to send for persons and papers, to compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses, and to do all things necessary for a full investigation of 
all matters connected with said Claims, or growing out of, or 
connected with all matters and doings which had been had under, 
or by virtue of said Acts, with power to report by Bill, or other- 
wise,’ 
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Would respectfully report that they entered upon the discharge 
of their duties, by taking the testimony of certain witnesses, 
whose means of knowledge, in regard to the subject embraced in 
the resolution, were, in the opinion of the Committee, of a su- 
perior character. poy 

The investigation, thus far, has elicited facts sufficient to jus- 
tify the Committee in calling upon the House for immediate ac- 
tion. The continuance of the investigation will, in the opinion 
of the Committee, present other facts which may require from 
the House still turther action. 

Your Committee, accordingly, having “arrived at certa n settled 
convictions, deem ıt prudent to report to the House, the present 
result of their labors, without waiting the close of the investiga- 
tion intrusted tothem. 

This result of the labors of the Committee:at present consists 
in the fact that they have arrived at the conclusion that both the

AN ACT to relieve the Territory of Kansas from Illegal Debts. 


Beit enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 

Kansas, as follows, toavit: 

Wiereas, Certain Warrants have been drawn upon the Treas- 
ury of the Territory of Kansas, ostensibly under an Act entitled 
“An Act to provide for thé adjustment and payment of Claims,” 
approved February 7, 1859, and certain Bonds have been issued 
upon a portion of said Warrants, ostensibly under an Act entitled 
“ An Act to provide for funding the indebtedness of tie Terri- 
tory,” approved February 11, 1859, which said Warrants and 
Bonds are manifestly illegal and void ; therefore - 

SECTION 1. Be zt enacted, That the Treasurer of Kansas Ter- 
ritory be and he is hereby prohibited from paying any Bonds so 
issued, as aforesaid, upon Warrants which were diawno by the 
Auditor, under said Act of February Tth, {809, or from paying 
any Warrants so drawn by the Auditor. 
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Sro. 2. Be it further enacted, That said Treasurer is here- 
by prohibited from paying any interest upon said Bonds or War- 
rants, or granting any certificates of indebtedness therefor. _ 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That said Treasurer is here- 
by prohibited from issuing any Bonds upon said Warrants, and 
the said Auditor is hereby prohibited from drawing any Warrants 
upon the Treasury for‘certificates of award under said Act. 

Suc. 4. Be it further enacted, That no officer of this Ter- 
ritory shall receive said Warrants, Bonds or Certificates for the 
payment of taxes or other dues to the Territory or any county or 
municipal corporation; nor shall any person or corporation issue 
any bank bill, purporting to bea promise to pay money, by any 
bank, based upon said Bonds. Any violation of the provisions 
of this act, by any person, shall be deemed a misdemeanor, and 
punished by not less than five hundred dollars fine, and imprison- 


ment, in the county jail, not less than six months. 


- TESTIMONY. 


January 19th, A. D. 1861, 
TESTIMONY OF HUGH 8. WALSH, 

Hugh S. Walsh, being duly sworn, deposes as follows: 

I was appointed Secretary of the Territory in May, 1858, and continued 
to act as such until June, 1860, I refer the Committee toa letter ad- 
dressed by me to 8, N. Wood, Chairman of a committee, of date February 
18, 1860, found on page 523 of the Journals of the House of Representa- 
tives of the Legislative Assembly of Kansas for 1860. Mr. Wood ad- 
dressed me another note which, I think, was relative to the custody of the 
seal of the Territory. My answer to which, is not to be found in the 
published proceedings of the Investigating Committee, of which 8. N. 


Wood was Chairman, My answer was, that the seal of the Territory was- 


not by law in the custody of either the Secretary or Governor. I, as 
Secretary, never attached the seal of the Territory to any of the Bonds 
issued under an Act funding the indebtedness, approved February 11, 
1859. Irefused to permit an attestation of that character to be printed 
withthe Bonds. Upon my refusal, the form of the Bond was so altered 
as not to show by whom the seal was to be affixed. Ihave never seen 
any of these Bonds in circulation except one in the hands of Wm, Mor- 
tow of Lecompton, which was issued for legislative expenses. I have 
heard of their being in circulation. 

After the date of my letter to S. N. Wood, and at about the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature of 1860, Mr. Adams, one of the Claim Commis- 
sioners, came to me and filed the paper which is published or page 503, 
et sequitur of the House Journal of 1860. Thatis the only paper form 
the Claim Commissioners ever filed with me, as Secretary, except their 
oath and bonds, which were made up and filed in compliance with an Act 
supplementary to an Act entitled “An Act to provide for the payment of 
Claims,” approved February 11th, 1859. T at first objected to the receipt 
of the paper from Mr. Adams, because it was not filed in the time required 
by the Act to provide for the adjustment of claims, but finally assented to 
its reception, and gave areceipt accordingly. Ido not know who put the 
seal of the Territory to the Bonds. 
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In May or June, 1859, I was applied to by Mr, Mitchell, the Treasurer 


of the Territory, to approve, as Acting Governor, certiaia Territorial Bonds. 
J refused on the grounds that I did not believe any. Bonds issued for 
Claims, under the Act to provide for the adjustment and payment of 
Claims, were valid. The Treasurer informed me that the Bonds were not 
for claims but Territorial expenses, and belonged fo David Weir. I in- 
formed him that I would not sign any Territoriol Bonds whatever with- 
out tracing them back to their original indebtedness, through all the par- 
ties’ hands through which they might have passed. As I was superin- 
tending the public printing at the time, I had not then leisure to do it. 
Gov. Medary returned again shortly after, and I was never again applied 
to for that purpose. The only application to approve Bonds, made to me, 
came from Mr. Mitchell. i 

The seal of the Territory was kept inthe room occupied by the Gov- 
ernor. I, as Secretary, frequently used it in attesting commissions, &c. I 
commenced using it when Private Secretary to Gov. Denver, and after- 
wards used it as Secretary and Acting Governor. I never asked permis- 
sion to use the seal from any person. ak 

Cross examined by Mr, Lowman, as Attorney for the Claimants, 

The opinion which I expressed, in my letter to Mr. Wood, related to 
the illegality of Bonds issued for Claims, under what is known as the 
Claim Act, 

Question by Mr. Lowman: At, and before the time the’ Bonds mention- 
ed in your direct examination were issued, weie you not on friendly terms 
with Gov. Medary ? i 

Before the time of issuing the Bonds we were on friendly terms, and so 
continued for sometime afterwards, The Bonds were issued in the sum- 
mer of 1859; we continued friendly up to January, 1860, T then, for the 
first time, discovered that Gov, Medary was unfriendly to me, and I pre- 
sumed his hostility arose out of a report which I made, as Secretary, to 
21 members of the Legislature who called upon me for information in 
regard to these claim Bonds. Atleast up to that time we were on speak- 
ing terms. When I was called upon by Mr. Mitchell to approve the 
Bonds, Gov. Medary was in Ohio. The report above alluded to contained 
the facts here stated in my testimony, 

Mr, Adams excused himself for not having filed the papers mentioned 
in section 10 of the Claim Act, by stating that the Legislature of 1860 
had provided that those papers should be placed in the hands of a Com- 
missioner, to be sent to Washington, to be appointed by the Governor. I 
replicd to him that the law required them to be filed by September, 1859, 
and that the resolution referred to was not passed unti! 1860. I asked 
him where they had been during this time. He said the Claim Commis- 
sioners had not had time to prepare fhem for filing. I do not know 
whether the Claim Commissioners made uny awards after the first of Sep- 
tember, 1859, or not,

Hugh S. Walsh, the above witness, was re-called, and testified as fol- 
lows: 


I think I know something in regard to Banking Institutions being 
establıshed on these Bonds. I heard various rumors upon the subject at 
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the close of the Legislature of 1859. The first intimation I had of it 
was from John W. Wright, a member of the Legislature of 1859, who 
informed me that they, including himself, were going to establisha Bank 
jn Lawrence on the basis of the Claim Bonds, under a charter of 1858, 
establishing a Bank in Lawrence, Wyandottand Leavenworth. I inform- 
ed him that they could not do it because there was a law of Congress in 
the way; also, that the Charter had expired, and that there was no au- 
thority to issue Bonds under the Claim Act, and that there was not suffi- 
cient other indebtedness to form the basis of a Bank; that it would be 
a failure, and injure all the parties engaged in it. He told me I had bet- 
ter not meddle with the matter or oppose it, but let it travel along; that 
they were determined to do it, and I could not prevent it. I heard vari- 
ous rumors in regard to the existence of a Bank but had no definite 
knowledge on the subject until January, 1860. I then heard that once in 
a while a bill of this bank was seen in circulation. I heard G. W. Brown 
say that he gota small bill of the Bank in St. Joseph. I did not see any 
myself until May, 1860, though I had heard of them being in circulation. 
When I first saw them, I found they appeared to be registered by the 
Territorial Treasurer, I then had the following correspondence with the 
Treasurer :

Upon receiving the last note from Mr. Mitchell, I waited his action, 
and he left town without giving me any information in the premises. 

I should have taken legal proceeding in the case, against the Treasurer, 
or removed him from.office, but understanding that Governor Medary was 
on his return from Washington, having accomplished my removal, I de- 
layed action until that fact should be ascertained, believing that if such 
was the case, my action would be illegal, and Mr. Mitchell wouid be 
restored to office by Governor Medary, tpon his return. Finding the fact 
of my removal true, I waived any further action in the premises for the 
reasons above stated, i : 

I have searched among the files in my office, as Secretary, for the orig- 
inal draft of the bill supplementary to the Claim Act, which ought to have 
been deposited with me, but it could not be found among the bills re- 
turned to me by the clerks, In almost every instance the original draft 
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of other bills were returned to me. Gov. Medary told me in regard to 
this supplementary Act, that there was a bill shown to him, for his private 
approval, before going to the House, and that the one which appeared 
upon the statute books is not the one thus shown to him, and that he 
signed it under the mistaken idea that it was the same. Gov. Medary 
and the House refused to appoint Commissioners, under the Claim Act, 
unless a supplemental Act was passed to the effect that no indebtedness 
should be created against the Territory by the Claim Act, The supple- 
mental Bill, as it appears on the statute books, was passed and signed by 
the Governor on the last night of the session. Mr. Robert Morrow told 
me that the supplementary Act and the Funding Act passed along togeth- ' 
er, and that in consequence of the passage of the supplementary Act, a 
clause was stricken out of the funding Act, providing for funding the ° 
Claim Warrants. On the last night of the session, it has been customary 
for a creat quantity of bills to be crowded upon the Governor at once, 
which he has not time to examine, but must take the assurance of others 
as to their contents, My object in writing to Mr. Mitchell was because I 
did not believe he had the right to receive these Bonds as a basis of 
banking, and the Auditor had refused to receive them as such, 

By Mr. Gilpatrick : Do you know whethdr the Governor, Auditor or 
Treasurer, predicated their official acts, in regard to these Bonds, upon 
any legal advice given to either of them ? - 

I dc believe that the supplemental Act was binding. I urged the Aud- 
itor not to issue his warrants onthe Treasurer until a mandamus was 
issued. He wasin doubt, and it was suggested to him, by Judge McKay, 
the Attorney under the claim Act, not to issue any warrants, as they 
would be illegal, He told McKay, at Topeka, that if he would defend 
him against a writ of mandamus, he would not issue warrants, McKay 
promised to do so, and agreed to come to Lecompton to consult upon the 
subject. He, however, did not come, After waiting, as the Auditor told 
me, a reasonable time, and being pressed to issue these warrants, he con- 
sulted Gov. Shannon, and Gov, Shannon gave him the opinion which will 
be found on the Journals of the House of 1860, page 521. Ina conversation 
with me, Gov Medary referred to this opinion of Gov. Shannon, with 
respect to the issuing of the warrants, If I recollect right, Gov. Medary 
asked A. C. Davis, U. 8, Attorney, his opinion inregard to the legality ofthe 
issuing of these Bonds, Mr. Davis, I think, requested him, if he wanted 
his opinion, to address him a note, and he would give it. I understood, 
from Mr, Davis, that the note never was addressed to him, and he gave 
no written opinion, but impressed the Governor, at the time, that he did 
not beheve any one could sustain the legality of the issuing of these 
Bonds. Ido not know whether Davis was called upon, as above, after or 
before the signing of these Bonds, but I think it was after the date of them. 
I heard Judge Elmore tell Gov. Medary, in a conversation between us, 
when the Judge was present, at one time, that he could, if he chose, defer 
any action in regard to signing the Bonds, until the courts passed upon the 
question of the validity of the supplemental Act. Gov. Medary made 
no reply, as I recollect, I have heard Gov. Shannon sey that he was Col. 
Eildridge’s Attorney in a suit pending in Wyandott county. I presume, 
from the Auditor’s conversation, that he called upon Gov. Shannon of his 
own motion, 

Cross examined by Mr, Lowman. 

There is no law requiring the clerks of the Legislature to file in the 
Secretary’s office the original drafts of bills. It is, however, necessary 
that they should be filéd in order to correct vital errors in the enrolled 
bills. In the year 1858 all the bills were carried off by members, and 
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therefore I ordered the clerks in 1859 to file the originals with me or I 
would not pay them, and they accordingly did file them with me that 
year in almost every instance—one of the omissions being the supple- 
mental Act above referred to. 

By Mr. Deitzler :—What 1s your opinion in regard to the legality of the 
warrants issued in the claim awards, and whether the Territory is more 
bound to pay the warrants than the Bonds? 

The difference between the warrants and the bonds consists in this: that 
by the original claim Act, the Auditor was directed to grant warrants 
upon the awards of the Commissioners, but that the supplemental Act did 

not intend that these warrants should be a charge upon the Treasury, and 
that the Bonds were issued without any authority of law, and that the 
issuance of the Bonds at a higher rate of interest than the warrants was 
an absolute payment of then, “they being negotiable, which the. warrants 
were not. -

Hiram J.'Strickler, being duly sworn, deposes as follows ; 

Tam the Auditor of the Territory, and have discharged the duties of 

said office since 1857, inclusive; In reply to the subpoena served upon 
me by the Committee, I desire to make and file as part of my deposition 
herein, the statement made by me, and marked Exhibit “A, also a report 
made by me to a Committee of the House of Representatives, A. D. 1860, 
found on page 520 of their Journal. Ido not.know at what time the 
Commissioners under the claim Act closed their proceedings. The only 
statemeat of claims presented, and amount awarded, ever filed with me, 
ander section 10 of the claim Act, may be found on page 307 of the pro- 
ceedings of the Constitutional Convention at Wyandott, “entitled “ Report 
of the Commissioners under Act of February 7, 1859, and was filed with 
me, I think, before 1st September, 1859. The amount of certificates of 
awards filed with me up to this time is $380,774,18, and I have issued 
warrants on the Treasury, to that extent. There have been certificates’ of 
awards presented to me on which I declined to issue warrants, to wit : one 
presented by Mr. Chapman; I did not issue the warrant because I had no 
blanks. More claims have been allowed, according to the report of the 
Commissioners, than certificates of award filed with me, issued wars 
rants upon the certificates of award alone, without comparing the amounts ,

in r with the amounts on the report of the Commissioners, or the ~ 


number of the claim as contained in ther report. I did not put on the 
report of the Commissioners the date of its filing with me. I gave them 
no receipt for it, nor can I tell the date of its filme, except from iecollec- 
tion, nor have I any means in my office by which I can ascertain the date 
of its filling. I was called upon by the Commitiec on Ways and Means of 
the House, during the session of 1859, to come to Lawrence, I came 
then and stayed overnight, T then saw a printed bill upon the subject of 
claims, which never became a law, entitled “An Act to provide for the 
payment of Claims.” I told Mr. Mead, a member of the Council, that 
that Act was an assumption of the debt by the Territory. linferred, from 
remarks in that conversation, that Mr, Mead was opposed to the pill if it 
created a debt agairst the Territory. That bill never became a law, 
The first applicants for warrants upon the Treasury, under section 10 of 
tho claim Act, were Messrs, Col. S. W. Eldridge and Gov. Charles Robin- 
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son and Mrs. Jenkins, I think this was in April, 1859. I did not issue 
the warrants for some time after the first application, for the reason that I 
had doubts as to my authority to do so. Iam not alawyer, and felt some 
inablity to properly construe a statute. I thought that there was some’ 
doubt as to how far my duties under the 11th section were controlled by 
the supplemental Act, The first act on my part was to consult with 
lawyers. I endeavored to consult with Wm. Weir, but did not find him. 
I saw Judge McKay, who was then Attorney for the Territory in these 
claim matters. The conversation between us was confidential, and so re- 
quested te be by him; but ashe testified before the committee of last ses- 
sion, I feel at liberty to do so likewise. We retired to a private room. 
The question of the legality of the issuing of warrants was under consid- 
eration, and Judge McKay opposed it. He opposed itas amatier of 1ight 
to the Territory. Istated to him that Iwas delicately situated as amin- 
isterial officer; that I had been the former Commissioner fo audit 
claims ; that by the passage of a law my labors had been cast aside; 
that I differed in politics with the dominant party of the Territory 
and the makers of the law; that the Legislative Council of 1859 had 
just refused to confirm my appointment as Auditor; that a refusal 
on my part to carry out what might be claimed to be a plain 
provision of the law, would be charged as pique and disappoint- 
ment, in consequence of my labor as Commissioner having been thrown 
aside, and as a mere obstinate desire to resist the will of the people. 
McKay suggested to let the claimants compel me by mandamus. I asked 
him if, upon his reputation as a lawyer, he would pledge his opinion that 
he could successfully resist a mandamus. His reply was that he had not 
given the matter a legal consideration, but that he would come to Le- 
compton and see me, and then give me a final answer, I neversaw him 
afterwards until the warrants were issued. In that interview he talked 
of enjoiningehé as ah officer, I told him that I would thank him to do 
so, that it would relieve me from any doubt as to my disposition to do 
right. The only other, persons that I consulted with as lawyers, were 
those named in my‘report. I inferred, upon the failure of the attorney 
for the Territory to take any steps to enjoin, that he had given the mat- 
ter up. Ithen resorted ta, and was guided by the advice of Gov, Shan- 
non and the Claim Commissioners, Mr, Walsh also proposed to enjoin 
me. I took their advice upon my own motion. On the day that [issued 
the first warant, Isentmy clerk to Mr. Walsh to tell him that the claim- 
ants demanded their warrants, and I would issue them. He declined to 
take any proceeding to enjoin me. The only certificates of award then 
before me, were those of the claimants already named, Iam of the im- 
pression that about two weeks elapsed between the time of the first ap- 
plication for warrants and my firstissuing them. The first conversation I 
ever had upon the subject of issuing bonds on these warrants, was with 
the Treasurer. I told the Treasurer that the issue of them was an act of 
his own. I took no position either for or against the issue of them. He 
took the position then, that upon the presentation of my warrants, he 
would regard them as evidence of indebtedness, and issue the bonds. 
The warrants were then issued perhaps a month. I adhered to the posi- 
tion above, throughout. There are not and never have been any bonds 
deposited with me as the basis of a bank, The incorporators of the Law- 
rezce bank applied to me to sign bills of issue. I declined to do so, be- 
cause I did not consider myself the bank depository. Inever was applied 
to to be the depository of any bonds for banking purposes, 

Gross examined by Mr. Jones, attorney for claimants, 

It was several months after I issued warrants before I was applied fo to 
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sign bank bills. I never, by any haste in issuing warrants to the three 
persons above named, or by suppressing my action in so issuing, to preg 
vent any persons taking any legal steps to test the legality of the issuance 
of said warrants. I never was solicited by those persons to suppress my 
action, or conceal it in the issuing of those warrants, I was only ap- 
proached in the ordinary way of business. My, only motive in consult- 
ing with MeKay and others, was to ascertain my legal duty. My opinion 
is thar the law defining the dutiesof Auditor, did not transfer the duties 
of the Comptroller, as bank depository, to the Auditor, I have seen the 
claim bonds and warrants in the hands of perhaps a hundred peisons to 
whom they were not issued. I countersigned the claim bonds, as Audit- 
or. I claimed the authority to do so by virtue of the act to provide fer 
the funding the indebtedness of the Territory, approved February 11th, 
1859, . I did not know any difference, and made no distinction between 
claim bonds or other bonds. I never went behind the bond to inquire 
mto “he nature of the indebtedness; considering it the duty of the Treasur- 
er to look into that matter. My official duty consisted in simply receiving 
the bonds and countersigning them, The paper filed with meas the 
report of the Commissioners, was a printed copy of the report presented 
to the Wyandott Constitutional Convention. I thought of consulting the 
U. S. Attorney, but he was some fifty miles miles off. Did not keep hi$ 
office at the seat of government. Did not know where he was at that 
time, and, therefore, did not consult him. I felt that I could rely upon 


the opinion df Gov, Shannon.

Sm—i have just received (2 o'clock P. M.;) your notice to appear before the Com- 
mittee on Claims, with books, papers, vouchers, &¢., in my oflicé, mrelation to the 
claim debt, It1s impossible for me to do so, as the 10ads are in such a.condition, from 
the drift of the snow, that the officer informs me that, ın his opinion, no vehicle can 
pass. Iwill preparo a statement of the Auditor’s duties in reply to the points of 
inquiry embraced in your resolution, and make it as full and complete as possible; or, 
if desired, will attend as early as possible upon your Committee, in person, with 
books, papers and vouchers, npon any day your Committee may please to name I 
would here take occasion tosay that the duty of issuing bonds under an Act providing 
for the funding of the debts of the Territory, is required of the Treasurer and not the 
Auditor: neither 1s the Auditor the bank depository, and can know nothing about 
the basis of any banking institution in the Territory.

In accordance with the above Ietter to your Chairman, Iwill endeavor to give you 
a.fall, and, I trust, a satisfactory statement of the transactions of the Auditor in the 
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discharga of the dutios imposed by the Act to provide for the adjustment and pay- 
ment of Claims, approved February 7th, 1859. There are some points of inquiry con- 
tained in the resolution raising your Committee, that Iam unable to answer, for tho 
reason that they have no connection with this office. 

But, 2s I have said before, I will be as full and complete in my statement as possible, 
and to do so it may be necessary to commence with the beginning of this claim debt 
question, and follow it through its various stages. The Legislature of 1857 passed an 
Act to provide for the auditing of claims, of which tho following is a copy: 


AN ACT to provide for the Auditing of Claims, 


Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Kansas, as follows : ; 


_ SECTION 1, That W.lson Shannon is hereby appointed commissioner, whose duty 
it shall be to andit and certify all ciaims of all and every person or persons who may 
present the same for consideration, for all moneys actually and necessarily expended 
tor the purpose of maintaining and carrying into effect the laws of this Territory, or 
for the purpose of suppressing any rebellion or msurrection, whesherin sustaining the 
militia orany pogse of the marshal, orany sheriff of any cuunts of the YLerritory ; 
and all persons who shall baye furnished an} provisions or cther actual necessaries 
for the militia, or for the posse of the said marshal, or any such sheriff, engaged in the 
sustenance, maintenance, or carrying into effect tho laws of this Territory, or for the 
purpose of suppressing any rebellion orisurrection within this Territory, and all 
persons who may have sustained any loss or damage in consequence of, or growing ont 
of the difficulties in this Territory by way of loss of property, or consequent expenses, 
at any time since the passage of the act to organize this Territory; and the said 20m- 
missioner shall at such times as he may designate, between the dato of the passage of 
this act and the first day of Jannary next, hold a session for such length of tune as 
may be neccessary, at cach of the following places in this Territory, to-wit: At Fort 
Scott, in the county of Bourbon; at Paris,in thecounty of Linn, at Paola, in the 
county of Lykins; at Osawatomie, in the county of Lykins, at Gum Spring, or at the 
Shawnee Manual Labor School, in the county of Johnson; at Lawrence, in the county 
of Douglas; at Lecompton, in the county of Douglas; at St. Bernard, in the county 
of Franklin; at Tecumseh, in the county of Shawnee; at Indianola, in the county of 
Calhoun; at Osawkee, in the county of Jefferson; at Leavenworth, in the county of 
Leavenworth; at nope ate in the county of Leavenworth, at Atchison, in the 
county of Atchison; at Doniphan, in the county of Doniphan, at Palermo, in the 
county of Doniphan; and at {owa Pointin the county of Doniphan; having given 
thirty days’ notice in at least three public newspapers, published in diferent parts 
of the Territory, of the times at which such sessions will be held at cach of such 
places, and the said commissionershall proceed to examine all such demands present- 
ed to him, and ail vouchers and other proofs offered in support of such demands, and 
may examine any such claimant or any witness, and shall take down in writing, pre- 
serve and certify all such vouchers, statements and testimony, and cast up the amount 
of the account of all such claimants proven, making a true and corroct statement of 
all such a¢counts, and certifying the same; and the said commnussioner shall preserve 
such vouchers, statements and testimony, and such true and correct statements of 
the amount so found to be due, each claimant in duplicate, and duly certify the same ; 
and one of such statements he shall cause to be laid before the next Congress of tho 
United States at the first session thereof, and at as early a day as practicable, and the 
other he shall lay before the next Legislative Assembly of the Territory ot Kancas, at 
the begining of the next session thereof. N . . 

Sec. 2, Thesaid commissioner shall, before entering on the discharge of his duties, 
take and subscribe an oath to supportthe constitution of the United Stetes, and 
faithfully-discharge theduties enjoined on him by thisact; end he shall be alowed 
four dollars per day for every day he may be avtaally engaged in the discharge of his 
duties, and five cents per mile for every mile necessarily traveled in the discharge 
of the duties herein provided for. 

Sze, 3. The said commissioner may,as often as required, employ a clerk, who

Sec. 4. Thesum of twelve hundred dollars is .horeby appropriated out of any 
money not otherwise appropriated for the purpose herein mentioned, or so much 
thereot a3 may be necessary. ee Fi ; 

EC. 5. Provisions of this act shall only apply to citizons of this Territory, and to 
no 108s, oF damage, or expenditures made by any person or citizen of any other State 
or Territory 

Sec. 6. All claims presented before said commissioner shall be presented by poti- 
tien in writing, setting forth specifically the particulars of such claim, and such 
petition shall be sworn to before any officer authorized to administer oaths, and the 
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said commissioner herein appointed may administer oaths connected with theduties 
herein provided, any person who shall swear falsely on any auch investigation, 
whether a claimant or witness, shall be deemed guilty of perjury. 

This act to take effect and be in force from and after its passage.

Upon examination of the provisions of this act, it will be found thatit was made the 
duty of the commissioner to lay before Congiesa of the United States, a correct copy 
of the proceedings, awards and testimony, and also a copy before the Kansas Leg- 
islature., This lav merely provided for the collection of the testimony withoutany as- 
sumption of the debt by the Territory, nor Cid the commissioner give to the claimants 
an; certificacs cf awards or othor evidenco of indebtednecs, z 

Atte: performing tho dutios imposed by the Act, the Commissioner transruited a 
copy of the testimony and awards to Congress, and laid before the Legislature of 
Kansas a copy of his report, with the list of claimants and amount of awards, 2 copy 
of which is herewith transmitted. 

The Legislature took no action upon ib, except to pass another law, (repealing the 

, old one) providing for the appointment of three commissioners, under an Act to pro- 
i vide for the adjustment and payment of claims, to be selected as follows: one by the 
Governor, one by the Council, and one by tho House of Representatives, They enter- 
ed upon the discharge of their duties under the Act aforesaid, differing vers materi- 
ally from the act passed mm ’57. Upon examination of this Act, will be found a pro- 
vision requiring tho Commissioners to give to the claimanta certificate of their award, 
(See sec, 10, page 76, stat. 1859.) Neither does the Act of the7th of February require 
the Commissioners to report their proceedings to Congress or to the Legislature, but 
from the Act their proceedings were final and conclusive, and the Auditor, by the 
eleventh section, was required, upon presontition of tha certificate of award by the 
claimant to issue his warrant on the Treasurer of the Territory, in such sums as may 
be required for the amount therein named, in favor of the party to whom such award 
has been made, and deliver the same on Ais demand! In accordance with the fore- 
going provision of the law, L audived all certificates of awards presented, and issued 
my warrant, as Auditor, upon the Treasurer, for the same, ‘tin favor of the party to 
whom the award has been made,” and delivered it on bis demand. 

I here present in full, the two Acts, side by sidec—the ñrst, an Act to provide forthe 
payment of claims, which was pending in the Legislature, but never became a law! 

Second, an Act to provide for the adjustment and payment of claims, which became 
a lawu the 7th of February, 1859. 

Now, compare with each of the two Acts, the supplementary Act entitled“ an Act 
to prevido for the payment of claims,” and evory intelligent mind must come te the 
conclnsion that the supplementary Act bears no affinity nor connection with the Act 
that dccama a law, but was, in fact, supplemental to the Act thatnever became a law.

In my annual report to the Legislative Assembly, 1°69, for the fiscal year onding 
December 31, 1859, I reported all the facts inrelation to the claim debt. Istated the 
amount of awards audited, and amount of warrants iseucd, end the provisions of law 
referred to under which Lacted. A special commitica was appointed by the House of 
Representatives of the said Legislature, with the cbjests, purpoces and powers with 
which your Committee is clothed. I attended on said Committee. and laid before 
them the following statément, which I make apart of this:

No provision will be found inthe Act supplementary to An Act entitled “An Actto 
provide for the payment of claims,” affecting or repealing the dutiesof the Auditor, as 
defined in section 13, chapter 71, of * An Act to provide for the adjustment and pag- 
ment of claims.” The supplementary Act purports to be supplementary to a difer- 
ent Act, (which never became alaw) and it 1s doubtful if it can be construed in 
connection with the Act for the adjustment and payment of claims Dutifit should 
be so construed, itdoes not change oralter the duties ofthe Auditor. But, however, * 
before issuing the claim warrants, I consulted Hon. Wilson Shannon, one of the 
most eminent and distinguished jurists in the country, who gave me his written 
opinion, at length, fully sustaining the issue of warrants, in accordance with the 
eleventh section of the Act to provide for adjustment and paymentof claims. From 
his known ability and long experience in public affairs, I fet] no doubt as to the cor- 
rectnese of his construction of the law. Jalso have the opinion of other able law- 
Hae sustaining the same view. I therefore issued the warrants inaccordance with 

e law. ` 

The undersigned, for further erp uai of his authority for issuing such war- 
rants, submits herewith a copy of the legal opinion of Hon. Wilson Shannon, and a 
copy'of the legal opinion signed by Messrs. Kingman, Adams and Hoogland, all of 
them lawyers of respectable standing, and one of them, Hon. S. A. Kingman, having 
been elested one of the Judges of the Supreme Court of Kansas, under the Wyan- 
dott Constitution.

OPINION OF HON, WILSON SEENON. 
To H. J. STRICKLER, Auditor of K. T. 


By the 10th section of the Act of the 7th of February, ’59, the Commissioners are 
required to issue each clanmmant a certificate of their award or decision; by the Hth 
section of the ssid Act the Auditor is required to draw his Warrant on the Treasuz- 
er, for the amount found each claimant, and the certificate of the Commissioners 
is his authority for drawing said Warrant. The Warrants should specify the Act 
andor, and by virtue of which they are drawn; and the Treasure: would be limited 
in his power to pay said Warrants, by the [3th seetion of the Act under which they 
aro drawn. Thesupplementary Act, of the 11th of Feb.. 59, cannot be construed as 
altering or changiug the duties of the Auditor, as defined by the Act of the 7th of 
Feb., 59; if purports to be supplementary to a different Act, and itis doubtfal if it 
can he construed in connection with the Act of the 7thof Feb.; but,if it should be 
so construed, 1t does not change the duties of the Auditor. The 5th section of the 
supplementary Act prohibits the Commussioners from issuing Territorial serip or 
bonds; this section does not interfere with the Act of the 7th of Feb., as that Act 
does not authorize the Commissioners to issue either scrip or bends; but merely to 
issue certificates of ther awards or decisions, upon which the Auditor issues War- 
rants on the Treasurer. The 6th section of the supplemental Act does not interfere 
with the dutiesof the Auditor, as defined_by the Act of the 7th of Feb.; nor.cen this 
section be made to apply to the last named Act, by any legalrule of construction. The 
youd. Governor cannot be superseded bs the word Commissioners, as it is the word 
intended by the Legislature and i32n the Enrolled Bill, Where a word not intended 
by the Legislature 1s mserted in a statute by mistake, ora word neccessary to make 
sense in omitted, ın construing tho Act, the proper word may be implied, but a word 
cannot be implied in place of a word that the Legislature intended to use and did use. 
There is no doubt but the Legislature intended to use the word Governor, and not 
the word Commissioners in the Sth section, and having used it, it cannot be stricken 
outend anotherword putinitsplace The 6th section of the supplemental Act is to 

eleft out of viow inconstruing tho Act of 7th of February. It is im fact, a nullity, 
as thero 1s no Act of the Legislature to which 1t can apply. : : 

do not think that by the Act providing for the appointment of Territorial Audi- 
tor and providing the duties of his ofice it was tho mtention of the Legislature to 
alter, change, or in any way interfere with the duties of the Auditor, as prescribed 
and defined in the Act of 7th February, The first named Act defines the the gener- 
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al duties of the Auditor; the last named Act defines the particular duties of the Au- 
ditor in aparti war or special case. If there is an apparent conflict, the special Act 
would he considered as an exception te the general law, and shouid be followedso far 
as the subject mattor of the special Act is concerned,

These opinions, sastaining the same view and pisema the sameconstruetion on law, 
coming fram genticinan of acknowledged legal ability, I felt no doubt as to ms duty ag 
a ministerial cicer. ina portormed it aceerdingly. If any doubts are properly enter- 
tainvble as ta the character and meaning of the original, aud alleged supplementary 
Acts, the responsibil-ty rests not upon this ciiea nur upan sour Legirliure, bai upon 
the Legislature of 1259, who failed to distinguish the diicrence between the twa bills 
then pending—one erginating In the House, entitled “‘An Actto provide fer the pay- 
meni of claims,” which never became a law, and the other originating in the Council, 
approved Feb. 7, 1°58, entitled “An Act to provido fur the adjustfaent and payment 
ot claims,” to which the sections of the supplemental Act bear no affinity or reason- 
able coherence. Tha undersigned further states that, on or about the lst of August, 
1859, one of the Claim Qommesioners delivered to me a printed copy of their report, 
containing a tabular statement of awards, which is now in the Auditors office at 
Leecompton, and 2 copy of which is hereunto attached. . 

In conclusion, I respectfully refer you to an Aette provide for the adjustment and 
payment of claims, Sec. 1 Chap.21, Statutes 1659,

The Committes, after afull investigation of all the facts laid before the Legisla- 
ture, the proceedings had under the resolution. with the statements received from 
the officers and the Commissioners, a majority of seid Committee reported * that no 
farther legislation is needed on the subject; that we believe the payment of these 
claims by the general government would be anactofjustice tothe early pioneers of 
Kansas, who suffered-during the unfortunate troubles in “55 and “56. That any ac- 
tion on our part, at this time, would have a tendency to disercdit these claims, and 
prevent their payment by the general government, whilst it could do no goed to the 
Territory. We theraforo recommend the passage of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That Congress be requested to appropriate the sum of five hundred thou- 
sand dollars or five hundred thousand acres of land, forthe payment of the claims 
awarded by the Commissioners appointed under the Acts approved February 7, e59, 
and February 11,1859, for the property taken or destroyed, and damages, resultin 
thercfrom, during the disorder which proyailed in Kansas from Nov. Isf, 1855, til 
December Ist, 1833. 

In House Journal, 1€60, page 632, will be found that an Act to provide for suspend- 
ing the payment and setting aside of certain warrants issucd by the Auditor of the 
Territory of Kansas, and of certain bonds issued by the Treasurer of Kansas Terri- 
tory, wag up for consideration. This bill wasintroduced after the Special Commit- 
tee on Claims had made their report, yet with the facts reported by said Committee, 
and after a free discussion, the House refused to pags the bill suspending the pay ment 
of tho warrants issued by the Auditor, or the bonds issued by tho Treasurer. 
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They also refuse to adopt a minority report of the Special Committee tnat efirmed 
that the Territoric! oficers and Commissioners had violated the lar. 

Upon page 643, House Journal 1260, will be fonnd a preamble and resolution that 
was offered, asking Congress to make an appropridtion, in land or money, to pay these 
claims, with amendment. providing, ‘That the Governor bo respectfully requected to 
transmit a copy of the resolution, with a copy of the report of the Claim Commission- 
ers, together with all the testimons respecting said claamig, and the record of thepro- 
ceedings of said Commissioners, to Congress, and, that the Commissioners, Auditor 
and Seoretary of the Territory be and are hereby authorized and directed to deliver 
to such person a3 maybe appointed by the Governor, the possession of all the original 
testimony, books, papers and documents of said Commissioners, that the same may be 
taken to Washington and exhibited to Congress, and then be returned to the persons 
from whom they were oiginally received; Provided, That those who are interssted 
in said claims, shall pay the expenses of sard specmtageni.” Theresolution, with the 
amendment, passed the Legislature, An amendment to the amendment was offered, 
as follows: “ Amend the amendment by adding thereto, as follows: And further, 

Iisolved, That until the general government shall have refused to indemnify the 
sudcrers above nemed, the Perritery will not undertake to indemnify in the premises; 
northen, until the terms of such zndemuity shall be provided for by tuture legislation 
on the part of the Territory. “e >» 

The House refused to adopt the amendment to the amendment; showing clearly and 
conclusively, a disposition at least to assume the debt, without eez waiting to see 
whether Congress would make any indemnification, and also without authorizing 
further legislation on the part of the Territory. 

The office of Auditor is ministerial iw its character, possessing, 1f any, but little 
discretionary powers. Fas duties are defined if relation to the claims for losses of 
property, specifically, in section 1], chap. 21, ofan Act entitled “An Act to provide 
for ihe adjustment and payment of claims,” which provides that, ‘ upon presentation 
of the certificate of award, issued to the claimant by the Commissioners, for theloss 
of property] the Auditor shali issue his warrant upon the Treasurer of the Territory 


forsuch sum as may be required for the amount therein named, and deliver it to the 
party or his demand.

Upon delivery of tho certificate of award, of which the above is a blank copy, I 
audited the same (upon saparate books kept for that purpose, and that alone; being 
kept distinct from all other claims or debts in my office,) and issued what is known as 
the claim debt warrant—a copy of said warrant given:in my statement to the Special 
Committee last winter, and which 1s made a part of this. 

In conclusion, I desire y cur Commitee to understand thet I do not mako reference 

-tothe acts of the Legislature of °59 and also of ’60, with any view to give additional 
strength or validity to the claim debt,jbut as a vindication of my own acts as an offi- 
cer of the Territory. 

To recapitulate: 

First. The Legislature of °F? provided for the collection of the testimony, with a 
reference to lay the sama before Congress. 

Second. Tho hegislature of ’59 repealed the law and passed another law providing 
“for the adjustment and payinent of claims,” and providing for the appointment of 
three Commissioners. 

Third. The Commissioners entered upon their duties, issued certificates of awards, 
and reported their proceedings to the Wyandott Constitutional Convention; and 
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after a free discussion by the Convention upon the claim debt, refused to pass the fol- 
lowing amendment to the ninth section, on schedule, “Provided, That all debts of the 
Territory shall he assumed by the State, except such indebtedness of the Torritory ag 
may grow out of the swards of the Commissioners of Claims, appointed under the Act 
of the Territorial Legislature, approved February 7, 1859, wich indabtedness shall not 
be assumed by the Stata, except as shall hereafter be provided by law; and no law pro- 
viding for the payment of said claims, shall have any force or effect, until it shall 
have beenfirst submitted to thepeople, at some general election,and shall havercceiy- 
ed a majority of all the votes cast ;” but, on the contrary; voted down the amendment, 
and struck the ninthgection out, thatrequired a two-third vote of the Legislature of 
the State to assume the debts (claim debt, with other debts, being considered,) of the 
Territory. , 

Fourth, The Constitutional Convention incorporated the following among other 
resolutions : 

Resolved. That Congress be farther requested to passan Act appropriating five hun- 


dred thousand acres of land for the payment of the elaims awarded to the citizens of 


Kansas by the Claim Commissioners appointed by the Governor and Legislature of 
Kansas, under an Act of the Territorial Legislature, passed Fob. 7, 1859.

Fifth. The Legislature of 1860 refused to suspend the'operations of the Act for the 
adjustment and payment of claims. 

Sixth. The Legislature refased to adopt the minority report of the Special Com- 
mittee on Claims, who alleged that the Territorial officers and Claim Commissioners 
had transcended theirduties. 

Seventh. The Legislature refused to pass the amendment suspending the opera- 
tions of the Act, the issus of warrants, payment of bonds, &c., until Congress should 
make some provision for the payment of the same. , 

Eighth. The Legislative Council, after having 2 full report of the duties and trans- 
actions of the Auditor under the Act to provide for the adjustment and payment of 
claims, did pase æ DUZ to suspend the operations of the Act aforesaid, and did, as Iam 
informed, unanimously confirm my appointment by the Governor, as Auditor of the 
Territory, thereby showing that, whilst they were willing to suspend the operations 
of this Act, they attached no blame to me, but considered that I had discharged my 
duty. \

A. J. Mead being duly sworn, deposes and says : $ 


I was a member of the Legislative Council in 1859. 

Question by Mr. Gillpatrick :— Will you state your knowledge of the 
matter connected with the passage of an act entitled “ An Act to provide 
for the payment and azjustment of claims? approved February 7, 1859, 
and an act supplementary thereto, approved February 11, 1859 ? 

The first intention or design to introduce a bill of the character referred 
to, was made known to me in the winter of 1859, during the session of 
the Legislature. Several parties had spoken to me as to the prospects of 
of such a bill. I did not give my opinion directly at that time, but was 
invited to meet several gentlemen in the parlor of the Eldridge House to 
consult over the matter, I was there brought in contact with several per- 
sons who were very anxious upon the subject at the time of that meeting. 
Subsequently, before the bill was introduced, the question was very fully 
discussed, The persons present at this meeting were Henry J. Adams, 
O, E, Leonard, Samuel Stinson, O. K. Holliday, and others, whose names 
T do not recollect—perhaps a dozen inall. There was adiscussion in the 
prospect of passing a bill, Mr. Adams advocated a bill making the Ter- 
ritory liable for all claims. I was opposed to it, In answer to my argu- 
ment he (Adams) stated that it could not fall upon the Territory—that 
the general govgrnment would pay the debt. One of his arguments was 
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that if the Territory first assumed the debt, then the general government 
would assume it necessarily. This is all I knew prior to the introduction 
of the bill, in regard to the bill. I do not know who drew the bill, nor 
who introduced it. I think the first Act I saw was the one that passed. 
I know nothing of the history of the Act entitled “An Act to provide 
for the payment of claims,” which did not become law. I understood 
that the supplemental Act wasintended as a supplement to the Act that 
passed. The original bill, when it came before the Council, was referred 
to a committee, of which I was a member—(, K. Holliday was chairman,’ 
We examined the bill carefully, both of us expressing a desire to pass 
such a bill if it could be done without putting the Territory in debt. We 
had an agreement that it would not do to report in favor of the bill at 
that time, but when the Council met he-spoke to me and asked if I was 
willing that he should report the bill favorably. I told him I was not— 
if he reported in favor, I would against. I then asked himto dropthe 
matter and I would study it over. On Sunday I consulted legal gentle- 
“men of the Territory, in whose ability I had great confidence, to-wit : 
Abraham Barry. Itold him I desired to report in favor of the bill if it 
could be done in safety to the Territory. Iam here reminded that there 
„must have been a House bill. He stated to me then or afterwards, after. 
“he had voted on it, that he had not examined it thoroughly. He ac- 
knowledged to mo then that the position which I had taken was a correct 
one, to-wit: that the Act made the debt one of the Territory. The bill 
passed the Council, and passed the House before or afterwards—I do not 
recollect which. The Commissioner 'to be appointed by the Council was 
elected —H. J. Adams, I felt that something could be done to still pre- 
vent the bill becoming a law. I voted against it. I called on Gov, Me- 
dary and stated what I believed to be the effect of the bill, and consulted 
-~ with him about it, and suggested that the only way to defeat it was, by 
he and the House refusing to appoint a Commissioner. I bad several in- 
terviews with Mr, Vaughan and Clark, of Leavenworth, I tried to pre- 
vent the appointment of a Commissioner by the House, until the supple- 
mental Act should be passed. Soon after, the supplemental Act was in- 
troduced into the House to cure the defect in the original bill, The House 
passed it. It wes sent to the Council, I made several ineffectual efforts 
to have it passed in the Conncil. The House refused to elect a Commis- 
sioner until the supplemental Act should pass the Council, and so did the 
Governor, From the fact that there seemed to be no disposition by the 
Council to pass it, I was more vigilant about it than other bills, I had an’ 
understanding with Mr, Clark, of the House, that nothing should be done 
without the other knowing all about 1t, The bill did not pass the Coun- 
cil until the last night of the session, as I remember the evening it passed 
a motion was made by Lyman Allen to take upthe supplemental bill, I 
recorded it. It did not appear to be put. I dispatched the Sergeant-at 
Arms to Mr, Clark, to ascertain if the House had elected a Commissioner. 
He sent word beck that they ‘had, and that the supplemental bill had 
been reported bacx to the House, and was then in the hands of the enroll- 
ing clerk, I left my seat and went tothe House, He told me it was 
true, I wens to the curolling clerk’s room, and found it there being on- 
rolled. I went back to tho Council, and Mr. Patrick told me the bill had 
passed the Council white I was absent. At the same time another mem- 
ber, Mr, Challiss, remarked, “ Mead, nothing has been done about it? I 
then rose and made a statement of the facts as I have here stated, I think 
by resolution the Secretary was instructed to go to the House and inquire 
how the bill got there, and bring it back. ‘He did so. The bill was then ~ 
regularly passed—no comments were made. JZ met the Secretary, Mr. 
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Devinney, nextday. Isaid tohim—“ Iwant to state to you what I believe to 
be the facts in regard to the supplemental bill last night. If tt ts so you need 
not say anything, tf 1E is not so, deny it. You know well that you was m- 
structed to slip that lilt down to the House, knowing it had not passed.” He 
did not say a word, but laughed. Gov. Medary objected to the bill creating 
a debt against the Territory. The supplemental bill was gotten up with 
a view to prevent the claims from being a debt against the Territory. I 
voted forit on the supposition that it contained provisions fo that effect,

Carmi W. Babcock being duly sworn, deposes as follows, to-wit : 


I was a member of the Council in i859. Ithink the bill upon the 
subject of claims was drafted inthe early part ôf the session. I am not 
certain whether it was a Council or House bill. At first there was con- ' 
siderable oppositioneto the bill, on the ground that it was making a debt 
against the Territory, and as to the appointment of Commissioners. My 
recollection of the passage of the bill is, that the original bill passed both 
bodies by a decided majority. A day or two after the bill passed, the 
members began to discuss the prospects of making the claims a debt upon 
the Territory, and for some time refused to appoint the Commissioners 
provided ; and it ran along for some days in this state, until near the 
close of the session, when the supplemental Act was introduced into the 
House. The substance of this bill was that the Commissioners should 
report to the Constitutional Convention and the Legislature before the 
claims became a debt upon the Territory. My recollection is that the 
Council were in favor of making the appointment of Commissioners as 


Ake bill stood. The Hcuse and the Governer refused to act, Near the 


close of the session the House passed the supplemental bill—as I think, 
on the last night. The members of the House stated to the Council, that 
if they passed the supplemental bill, they would then proceed with the 
election. The bill was sent up from the House, and the Council passed 
it. I do not remember of any amendments. The appointments were 
then made, Council appointed Mr, Adams, I understood the supple- 


_ mental bill to be introduced to prevent these claims from being a debt 


against the Territory. The parties who lost the most were the most active 
in getting up these bills. I have no knowledge of any means used to 
procure the issuing of warrants upon the treasury, nor of bonds upon those 
warrants, I have heard the rumor that means were used fo procure the 
issuing of bonds, but cannot give the names of any persons who told me 
to. I donot know the namesof any persons who did communicate any 
facts concerning the deposit of bonds for banking purposes. I have seen 
notices that Mr. Morrow was President, and Mr. Smith Cashier of the 
Lawrence Bank. Ido not krow which act was first introduced, the act 
that passed or the one that did not, The supplemental act was intended 
to apply tothe act that passed, and was gotten up afterwards, I heard, 
after the passage of ‘the supplemental act, that its phraseology was so ar- 
ranged, by design, as to defeat the objects of the bill, I heard this after 
the adjournment of the Legislature. My impression is that it was not 
members of the Legislature, but ontside parties who were interested, who 
told me so. Ido not think the funding act of February 11, 1859, was 
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gotten up for the purpose of funding claim warrants; at least I do not 
think such was the intention of the majority who passed 1t,

Norman Allen being duly sworn, deposes and says : A 


I was here present during the session of the Legislature of 1859, and 
drew up, about the commencement of the session, an act to provide for 
funding she indebtedness of the Territory, approved February 11, 1859, 
J drew it up 1n my room, and was guided by a Califoinia statute. I was 
nota member. I\showed it to a majority of both Houses and they gen- 
erally approvedof it, Igot some one to introduce it. I watched the bill 
pretty closely during its passage, As I had done the public piinting the 
session before, and the Secretary refused to pay a good part of my bill, I 
was interested in getting the bill passed, so as te use the bonds in the 
East. At the time the bill was drawn, the claim bill was not in exist- 
ence. The funding of the claims never entered into my consideration in. -~ 
getting up the bill, The claim bill and the funding bill never had any 
connection during their passage. I knew it was the object of many mem- 
bers to so pass the claim billas not to make the claims a debt against the 
Territory. I got only asmall portion of my scrip bonded, as, before I was 
aware of it, the whole amount authorized by the funding act was swal- 
lowed up chiefly by claim bonds. This was unexpected to me, as I ex- _ 
pected the provisions of that act would be confined to the regular debt of © 
the Territory, which as I supposed would not exceed $50,000 or 60,000. 
Tremember that I putin the bill the provision authonzmg bonds to be 
issued for indebtedness that may accrue after the passage of the bill. My 
object was to provide for the expenses of clerk hire of the session of 1859. 
It was not my intention to make any provision for funding any claim 
which might be audited under the claim act of that session. The claim 
act was drawn up by Mr, Adams, of Leavenworth. The bill drawn by 
him did not contemplate that these claims should be a debt against the 
sTerritory, at least I so understood it. I did not get all my scrip until 
1860, and then I ascertained that the amount in the funding act had been 
exhausted.: I have seen bonds issued under the act, with words written” 
across its face to the effect that, as I inferred, that they were for claims 
ander the claim act. This is the only one I eversaw. Ido not know 
whether the bill drawn by Mr, Adams ever became a law or not. I qual- 
ify my statement as to the bond in my possession, by saying that there 
was nothing written across the face of the bond in red ink, and that there 
was something in the bond that led me to believe that it was issued for 
scrip under the claim act.

Samuel A. Medary being duly sworn, deposes and says : 


I was in Lawrence during the Legislative session of 1859; was Private 
Secretary to the Governor, I was present when the supplemental act was 
approved, Itis my opinion that both the original and supplemental act 
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were approved the same day. My reason for thinking so is that Gov, 
Medary frequently stated that he would not sign the original bill unless 
some additional act shouid be passed which would prevent the claim from 
becoming a charge against the Territory. Butif an act of that character 
was passed protecting the Territory, he would approve the measure; and 
I think he declined to sign the original bill until the supplemental act was 

assed. Thisis my recollection at this late day. If I am not mistaken I 
think it will be found that, the number of the orginal bill wasiepoited to 
the House with thesupplemental act. It may be that my impression orig- 
inated from the factof the Governor stating that if the House refused to 
appoint a Commissioner he would do the same, and defeat the action of 
the bill. He frequently stated that if the House appointed he would do so 
also, as there would be no object then refusing, there being in that event a 
quorum. Itwas the intention of the Governor that no Act should pass 
with his approval that would saddle these claims asa debt upon the:Ter- 
ritory. His action shows that pnor to the passage ofa supplementary act, 
the original draft of one purporting to relieve the Territory from tho debt 
was read to Gov. Medary, which he approved. Some time after the pas- 
sage of the supplemental Act, how long after, orin what connection, Ido 
not remember, Gov, Medary stated to me that it was doubtful whether 
the supplemental Acs would accomplish what it was intended to, and. 
that from his reading of it, it did not sound-to him like the orginal 
draft that was shown to him. It was signed by him when there was 
some three hundred pages of manuscript bills to glance over, not having 
time to examine them except by their letter, Gov. Medary was of the 
opinion that some error had been made, as he thought, in the writing 
of the bill. He said that if the Legislature had passed the original 
draft as read to him, somebody had hold of.1t. Ido not think the Gov,’s 
attention was ever called specially to the provisions of the funding Act. 
Tem now satisfied with my recollection as to the orginal and supple- 
mental Acts, from the fact that Mr. Hoogland frequently impartuned the 
Governer for an appointment as Commissioner. Mr. Uoogland was 
strongly recommended. My impression is that Gov. Medar;’s attention 
was first called to the discrepancy between the Act that passed and the 
one shown him, when a question arose as to the duties of the officers 
underit. The first time I heard of such a discrepancy was when some 
one raised the question as to whether Gen. Strickler was authorized to 
countersigu the Bonds. My knowledge came from common talk in Ls- 
compton. I putthe Territorial seal to these Bonds, as Private Secretary 
to the Governor, bub not by any special direction from the Governor. 
Mr. Walsh and myself used the seal indiscriminately, He used the seal 
to attach to such certificates as he got paid for as Secretary. I attached 
the seal to commissions and such other instrnments as properly pertained 
to the Executive office. I know that Gov. Medary stated, that so far as 
he was concerned, under the law, he had no discretion, He took the 
ground thatnone of the officers had any discretion ; thattheir duties were 
defined under these Acts, and his opinion did not conflict with tho-e af- 
terwards given by the most prominent legal gentlemen in the Territory. 
Secretary Walsh thought different, and stated that he wonld resort to le- 
gal proceedings to test the validity of the doings of the officers under the 
Acts, Gov. Medary delayed several weeks for Mr. Wash to act as he 
proposed, or threatened. He failing to act, and no person else seeming to 
doubt the propriety of the acts of the officers under the jaws, further 
delay seemdd to be unnecessary, and the Governor signed the Bonds, 
Mr. D. H. Weir had some of these Bonds, also R. S. Stevens and myself, 
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and received Bonds from Col. Eldridge, in the Treasurers office. upon 
which to place theseal. The Bonds I had were payable one toS W. 
Eldridge, and one to M, Armstrovg. The amount of Bonds I had was 
1500 dollars, as my fees for putting on the seal, in place 6f a dollar 
apiece in money, which was the price, for less than which Mi. Walsh, as 
Secietary, declined to attach the‘seal’to those Bonds. At the time I did 
not know the difference between a claim Bond dr any other Bonds. and 
don’t know that I could distinguish them now by the face of them, al- 
though I have heard there was a difference, One dollar was the usual 
cash fee for attaching the seal to any paper. 


[The following testimony was taken after the Report made on 25th 
January. | 


S. A, Medary, being recalled as a witness, refused to further testify. 
R. GILLPATRICK, Chaiiman. 


William McKay, being duly sworn, deposeth and gaith : 


I was in Lawrence at the time of the passage of the Bill in relation to 
the auditing of the claims of the citizens of Kansas, dated February. . 
7th, 1859, and the supplement thereto, dated Feb, 11,1859 My under- 
standing from several members at the time of the passage of the supple- 
mental Bull was that the oLject was to prevent any debt being incurred by 
the Territory until fuither or subsequent legislation by the Tenitory, I 
wes lected by the Legislature under the provisions of the supplemental 
Act, as Attorney for the Territory, and was so reccgnized by the Com- 
missioners appoimted under the Act of February 7th, 1859. I was ìn- 
formed by the Commissioners that they had given bonds and filed their 
affidavits as required by the supplemental Act, and I know that said Com- 
missioners, and myself, madea report of our doings to the Constitutional 
Convention at Wyandott, as provided by the sad supplemental Act. I 
did not, at any time, understand from the Commissivners that they did 
not regard the said supplemental Act as being binding upon them. At -. 
the meeting of the Commissioners at Tecumseh some time in the latter 
part of Apul, 1859, I was present at the commencement of their session 
and remained with them several days; during this time Col. Eldridge and 
Gov. Robinson came to Tecumseh, I did not know their business, but 
from the rumors that had reached me, through some newspapers, I sup- 
posed that they were there for the purpose of procuring certificates for 
their awards allowed them by the Commissioners. I, at that time, 1equested 
the Cox. missioners to delay issuing any certificates until they had got 
through with all the awards. Judge Hoogland replied that ıt was their 

' duty to issue certificates as fast as they made the awards, and that they 
wou. do so. About this time I received, for the fist, an intimation 
that the Auditor of the Teritory was going to issue warrants on the Ter- 
titorial Treasury, for claims allowed by the Commissioners, I immedi- 
ately thereafter went in pursuit of that officer to ascertain the the truth of 
the repat. When I found him, we went into a private room, and there 
hada long conversation upon the subject, and I tried to conyince him, 
from the law, that he ought not to issue any warrants upon the claims 
allowed by the Commissioneis, as the supplemental Act expressly pro- 
hibited the doing of any thing, by any officer, that would bind the Terri- 
tory, until further legislation upon the subject, and his reply was that he 
had Gov. Shannon’s written opinion upon the subject, and that was, that 
it was his duty to issue the warrants, and that he should do so, I do not 
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` recollect, nor do I think that he said, at that time, thathe had the opinion 
. of any other Attorney upon the subject. In this conversation with Gen. 


Strickler, he spoke of the delicacy ot the position, and-said, that if he re- 
fused they (the claimants,) would sue out a writ of mandamus and com- 
pel him to issue the warrants, I advised him to let them do it, and then 
we would be able to test the matter, and that in that case we would be 
blameless; he, however, seemed to have his mind made up to issue the 
warrants, After finding that I could do nothing with the Auditor, I left 
him and went in pursuit of Gov. Medary. I did not at any time agree 
io meet the Auditor at Lecompton, or at any other place, after that time. 
I did, however, request him to delay the issuing of warrants, until I would 
have an opportunity to have an injunction issued, he remarked that he 
would be glad that I would do so, but did not say that he would delay. 
The next day after the above inte: view between Gen. Strickler and myself 
at Tecumseh, I called upon Gov. Medary, at Lecompton, and had a pri- ` 
vateinterview with him upon the subject of the Auditor issuing warrants 
upon the awards made by the Commissioners, I related to him my inter- 
view with Gen. Strickler, and the Governorremarked that it would never 
do for the Auditor to issue warrents; thatthe people wouid repudiate any 
thing of the kind; that they never would consent to pay those claims, I 
agreed with the.Governor, and hethen promised me that he would do all 
in his power to prevent if, and also promised that he would see Gen. 
Strickler in a few days and have the matter headed off; he also promised 
me that before any thing was done, that he would send me word to Wyan- 
dott, (where I resided,) and that I might rest assured of his co-operdtion 
with mein the matter, as we held the same opinion in relation to the 
legality of the supplemental Act, and of the injustice of the debt being 
put upon the Territory. After I had this interview with the Governor, I 
went to Wyandott expecting every day to hear from him, but I was disap- 
pointed, never having heard a word from him from that day upon the 
subject, Soon after my return home, I think some five or six days, I 
received the Lawrence Republican, in which it was stated that Col. Eld- 
ridge, Gov. Robinson, and perhaps some others, had their claims bonded, 
and that Gov. Medary had gone to Obio. When I found the statement of 
the Republican to be correct, I concluded to let the Territorial officers take 
their own way; having no influence with the Auditor, and having been 
deceived by the Governor, I came to the conclusion that it was best to let 
the people say whether they would pay those claims or repudiate. My 
labors with the Commissioners ceased at the time of making the report to 
the Convention at Wyandott.

Having been requested by the Committee, of which you are Chairman, to give my 
opinion as to the legality of the issuance of warrants under an Act entitled “An Act 
to provide for the adjustment and payment of claims,” approved Febrpary 7, 1859, 
and of certain Bonds, under an Act entitled “ An Act to provide fôr funding the in- 
debtedness of the Territory,” approved Feb. 11, 1859, I herewith submis the following, 

Hespettall , your ob’t serv’t, 
WM. WEIR. 

All of the acts upon the subject E for losses incurred in consequence of the 
difficulties in the Territory, must be taken and construed together. There is no bet- 
ter settled rule of construction than the one, that Acts, izpari materia, shall be 
examined together. The fundamental principle of the law of the construction of 
statutes is, that the intention of the law makers shall be ascertained. When the 
words of 2 statute are so plain that no difference of opinion can arise as to their mean- 

ing, aresort to the rules of construction is unnecessary. But when an ambiguity 
appears, then these rules, established and matured by the wisdom and learning of 
ages, must be pur guide. Among them is the one already mentioned, that, in order 
to understand the intention of the Legislature, all acts passed by them, upon a given 
subject, must lye construed together. As the scope and object of construction is to 
ascertain the intention, this rule will facilitate an, arrival af a proper conclusion in 
the present instance. 

By an inspection of the statutes of this Territory, it will be seen that the Legisla- 
ture began legislation upon the subject of these claims, as carly ag 1°57, On the 23d 
of February of that zear, they passed an Act entitled “AnAct to provide for the aud- 
iting of claims.” By its provisions. a person was appointed to ascertain what losses 
had been incurred. and he was required to lay before Congress a statement thereof. 
We find, then, that at the yery inception of an attempt, upon the part of the Legisla- 
ture, to pay these losses, they were looking towards Congress as the party to meet 
them. The auestion must occur to every mind, why should the Legislature trouble 
Conzress with alist of our losses, unless it expected Congress to pay them. But one 
answer can be made to this question, to wit: that the Legislature regarded the lives 
and property of our citizens as under the protection of the Federal Government, that 
is, protection had been so illy exercised as to produce a large amount of loss; and 
therefore, the Legislature demanded of Congress immunity for this failure upon the 
part of the Federal Government to discharge its duty. The Legislature certainly 
never intended to perpetrate a mere piece of folly in presenting to Congress 1 dreary 
detail of the calamities that had befallen our people. They meant some thing prac- 
tical, and that was indemnity. I then assume that, at the very inception of a desire 
toremunerate the sufferers during the difficulties in our Territory, the eyes of the 
Legislature were turned foward Congress. Whether this was wise or unwise. legal 
or illegal, is not for any one now to determine. Weare simply seeking for intention, 
without being responsible for its character. Such, thon, was the spirit of the law of 
1857. In 1859 further legislation occurred, An Act was passed February 7, 1859, au- 
thorizing the appointment of 2 Commission to ascertain the extent of these same 
losses. It was entitled “An Act to provide for the adjustment and payment of 
Claims.” In that Act, the Commissioners are reguired to receive and examine the 
evidence obtained by the Commissioner appointed under the Act of 1857. Section 
7, page 75, Laws 1859, Not only this, butit will be found that the Act of 1859, copies 
verbatim some of the provisions of the Act of 1857. Isay copies, because the similar- 
ity of the language is of such a character, as to entirely destroy any presumption 
that it could be the result of mere accident. In support of this position, it will only 
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be necessary to refer to that part of section 6th of the Act of 1857, and section 
6th of the Act of 1859, which relates to false swearing; and also that portion 
of both Acts which confines the examination to citizens of the Territory. This 
fact is only alluded to for the purpose of ‘showing that, notwithstanding the 
discordant views between the Legislature of 1857, and that of 1859, on political 

question; yet, that the latter žag regard to the actions of the former upon 
this subject. By section 10 of the Act of 1859, the Commiesioners were required 
to deliver to the claimant his certificate of award; and, by section 11, the Aud- 
itor was required, upon the delivery to him of such certificate, to give to such claim- 
ant a warrant upon the Treasury. Section 12 provided that the Constitutional Con- 
vention, shortly to assemble, should make suitable provisions for the payment of 
these warrants by the Federal Government, and directed how it should be done, This 
was only carrying out to a practical extent the spirit and provisions of the Act of 1857. 
There, the Commissioner was simply required to. report to Congress: Here, however, 
the Convention is instructed to provide for the payment by the Federal Government 
in express terms; thus showing that the intention to make these losses a debt against 
the United States, continued into the legislation of 1859. Section 13 of the same Act 
provided that these warrants should not be paid before 1865, unless subsequent pro- 
visions should be made for funding them as indebtedness c of the Territory, or unless 
Congress sooner provided for their payment. This provision establishes, completely, 
the intention of the Legislature, to wit: that these warrants should not become a 
charge against the Territory, but that Congress should pay them The Legislature 
fixed the period of 1&5 as the time within which it was supposed Congress would 
act, and sct favorably. Their expectation was that Congress would either provide 
for their payment direct, or that16 would: deposit money in the Territorial Treasury 
for that purpose. In either event, the intention of the Legislature would be carried 
out. Warrants were to be drawn upon the Treasury, but the fund to pay them was to 
be first placed ¿n the Treasury by Congress, nor were they,in that event, to be paid 
until 1865, unless they were funded or provided for sooner by Congress direct. This 
explains the meaning of that part of the law which authorized the warrants to be 
drawn upon the Treasury. It cannot be contended that the Legislature tended to 
make them a chargo upon the Territory, when they were providing for their being 
paid by Congress. We ure bound, by every rule of sound construction, to reconcile 
apparently conflicting provisions of a statute. The only modo by which this can be 
accomplished, is to understand the intention of the Legislature to have been, that 
Congress should either pay these claims direct, or should put money into the Territo- 
rial Treasurys for that purpose; im which event, these warrants would have been pay- 
able. These views are confirmed by another Act upon the same subject, approved 
February 11, 1859. The objection to it, chiefly urged, is that it purports in its title to 
be supplemental toan Act that never passed. In my opinion, this amounts to noth- 
ing. The body of an Actis not controlled by its title. Even in the British Parlia- 
ment, where an actis seldom passed without a preamble, it has never been held that 
the preamble controlled the Act. Many Courts even have refused to resort to the 
preamble for the purposes of construction. And so wellis this rule understood, that 
many of our State Constitutions provide that no Act shall be valid unless the charac- 
ter of it shall be described ‘in the title. We have no such binding provisions here, 
Consequently, in construing a statute, the title to the same, by no means, enters into 
such construction. 

Tho Act referred to, professing to be a supplemental Act, beyond doubt, demon- 
_strates the existence of an intention upon the part of the Legislature toprevent these 
Selaims from being a charge upon the Territory, Section 5 of that Act prohibits the 
Commissioners from 13suing an; Territorial Scrip or Bonds. Why was this provision 
inserted there, unless the Legislature intended to prevent the claimsfrom bemg a 
Territorial debt. Taken in connection with the provisions of the previous Act, this 
provident care, upon the partof the Legislature to protect the Territory against an 
oxtravagant debt, ought to satisfy any reasonable mind that the whole legislation of 
the country was directed to the end of imposing this debt upon the United States, and 
not upon the Territory. Seotion 6, of the same Act, declares that the certificate of 
award shall not be construed as binding the Territory for the payment of these claims 
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unless the same should be authorized by subsequent legislation. This provision is 
what is known tothe legal profession asa legislative construction of a statute, and in 
accordance with the fixed rules of interpretation, should carry with it great weight, 
The authority of such a construction is enhanced by thefact that it was made by the 
same Legislature which passed the original claim Act. 

Itis true that the force of this construction is sought to be impaired by a hyper- 
critical criticism on the word ‘ Governor,’ which occurs in section 6, above alluded 
to. An Acthas been dug from the graye of defunct bills, for the purpose of show- 
ing that one such was pending, in which the “ Governor’’ was authorized to issue 
these certificates, and upon this fact the monstrous legal absurdity has been declared, 
that the supplemental Act was supplemental to a bill that never became a law; and, 
therefore, such supplementis nolaw. The simple answer to this heresy, in the rules 
of construction, is, that the intention of the Legislature must be ascervajned and car- 
ried out; thatsuch intention shall not be defeated by the use of a wrong word; but 
that, where the intention is apparent, even the Courts will gve effect toit by alter- 
ing, oxpunging, or supplying words. The bvoks arefull of such decisions, by the 
highest Courts, both in England and America, where this rule has been practically 
enforced. The word “may,” has been construcd “shall; the word ‘ or,” to be 
“and,” and vice versa. So numerous are these cases, and the principle of them so 
well established, thatit is surprising that an attempt should be made to defeat the 
will of a Legislature, because of the use of an unfortunate word, when that wd? is 
manifest in every act upon the subject, and should, therefore, by every suund rule of 
interpretation, be carried out, even if it were uecesvary to supply such word by the 
use of one mors proper. Clearl;, then, the Leyislucure of 1°59 intended to prevent 
these claims from being a charge upon the Territory, unless such was authorized by 
subsequent legislation. Section 6of the supplemental Act was designed to, and does 
construa, explain and even modify the language of section 11 of the original Act. If, 
by the latter, it could have been contended that the Auditor was authorized to draw 
warrants upon the treasury so as to make them either 23 a piesent cr prospective debt, 
that inference is completely destroyed by section-6 of the supplemental Act, which 
declares that the certificate of award shall zot bo binding upon the Territory. It was 
then the duty of the Auditor, if he should issue waiiants, so to word them as to state 
and show that the same should not bind the Territory until sub-cquent legislation 
authorized it. As the duty imposed upon the Auditor of issuing these warrants was 
not expiessl} taken awa) by the supplemental Act, yeb that oflicer might have found 
in such Act enough to satisfy him that these warrants werc not intended to be a pres- 
ent chaige upon the Territory. If he had so worded the warrants as to show this fact, 
then they would have contained everything necessary to express the will of the Leg- 
islature, whigh every executive officer is boundtocany out. The mistake committed 
is that of confining the search fo. the duties of the Auditor to the original act, and 
disregarding a supplemental Act, upon the ground of certain verbal inacenracies. 
For the purpose of fortifying the views above expressed by me as to the error there 
perpetrated, I refer the Conimittee to the following high authorities: “In construing 
statutes, an interpretution must never be adopted that will defeat its owa purpose, 1f 
it will admitof any other reasonable construction” —The Emay & Caroline, 9 Wheaton 
381. “Inconstruing a statute, theintention of the makers is to govern, although 
such construction may seem contrary to the letter of the statuto. Jackson tg. Col- 
line, 3 Cowing, 89, Reldiek vs, Governor, 1Mo,. 147; Wilkinson vs. Ldund, 2 Pders, 
662. “In giving a construction to any statute, the Court mast consider its policy, and 
give it sach interpretation as ma) appear best caleulated to advance its object. by 
effectuating the des:gns of the Legislature,” —Alen ve. Parrish, 3 Hammond, 198. 
Many moreauthorities might be cited to thesame effect, these, however, arc sufficient 
to show that we are first to asceitain the intention cf the Legislature, and in doing 
So, if necessary, we must disregard the letter of the statute. As then, in my opinion, 
the issuance of these warrants, wording themso as to be unconditional drafts upon the 
treasury, was 2 mistaken departuro from the law—the bonds subsequently isgucd upon 
them by the Treasurer would necessarily be illegal. These bonds were issved under the 
Act approved February 11, 1859, entitled “ An Act to provide for funding the indebt- 
edness of the Tcrritory.” By a reference to the provisions of this Act, further evi- 
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dence 1s afforded: thatthe Legislature did not intend to make these claims a debt 
against the Territory. They had beforo them the report of the Commissioner sudit- 
ing these claims, under the Act of 1857, which was recognized by the Act of 1859. The 
amount of these clainis reached the sum of several hundred thousand dollars, yet-we 
find, by the Funding Act, that provision was only made forone hundred thousacd dol- 
lars. Jf the Legislature intended to make these claimsfui.dable under the Act, would 
they haye limited the sum to one hundred thousand dollais, when they knew the 
amount to bo far greater? Can it be supposed for a moment that they intended to 
confine the benefit of the Funding Act toa portion of the claimants, and leave others, 
equally meritorious, unprovided for? Toansweraye, would be to impute to the Leg- 
islature an intention to oppressively discriminate against the great body of sufferers 
whose losses they weré endeavoring to have indemnified, thus involving, not only a 
goniradiction upon their pait, buto degree of moral turpitude, the idea of which 
should not be entertained for a moment Beside, in view of the cotemporaneous 
Legislation of that session, to which refercnee has already been made, the warrants 
issued under the claim act should not bave been funded unless special qiovision had 
been made for them. Such tas not done, butit was assumed that they were debts 
against the Territors, and bonds issued accordingly. This position, as I respectfully 
conceive, was against, not only the spirit, but the letter of the Acts upon this subject. 

Lam, therefore, of the opinion that neither the warrants issued upon the certi- 
ficates of awards, nor the bonds based upon the wairants, kave been authorized by . 
any law, and that they are, accordingly, wholly invalid and illegal, and legal as adebt 
as against the Territory ; but they are, in accordance with the laws under which they 
were issued, simple settlements of amounts which Congress is expected to, and ought, 
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in justice, to pay WM. WEIR.

We, the undersigned, members of the House of Representa- 
tives of the Kansas Legislature for 1861, respectfully and earn- 
estly protest against the proceedings of this body in reference to 
divorces, for the following reasons: 

First. We believe the marriage institution to be of divine ori- i 
gin, and absolutely indispensable to the security, order and per- | ;

The following laws, whìch originated in your House, were ap- 
proved by me on the 30th ult.: House Bills Nos. 103, 66, T4, 
80, 102, 26, 99, 95, and on the 81st ult.: Nos. 129, 172, 201, 

2, 141. 

By telegraphic announcement, we have learned, that the State 
of Kansas has ,been admitted into the Federal Union, and that 
her Representative has qualified and-taken his seat in Congress. 
Therefore, as the members of the Council and all, save one, of 
the House of Representatives, are residents within the boundaries 
of the State, the existence of the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory is, in my opinion, terminated. How far your acts, in 
a legislative capacity, may be warranted by the State Constitu- 
tion, is a question, with reference to which, there exists great 
contrariety of opinion. While unwilling myself, to proceed in 
the discharge of duties of such doubtful propriety, I do not feel 
at liberty, to take the responsibility of embarassing your action, 
by refusing to receive communications by your order, presented 
to me as the Acting Executive. In this dilemma, I feel, that I 
can take but one course. Under the third section of the schedule 
of the Constitution, I am authorized to continue in the discharge 
of the duties of my department, until superseded by the State

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Government. Ishall, therefore, without passing upon the merit 
or demerits of the provisions of communications, received after 
the 30th ult., return them to the respective House in which they 
originated, without my approval, for the reason that, in my 
opinion, under the circumstances, all further legislation by you is 
impolitic, as calculated to embarrass the already complex state of 
our governmental affairs.
